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REPORT. 


During the month of Jannary 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal! 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4002 living children, of whom 2012 were male and 
1990 female. The male children are 61 more than in the previous month, but 
4 fewer than in January of last year. The female children are 122 more than in 
the previous month, and 60 more than in January of last year. The total children 
are 183 more than in the previous month, 06 more than in January of last year, 
and 20 more than the mean of the numbers registered in the three preceding months. 
The equivalent annual birth-rate is 19°5 per thousand of the estimated aggregate 
population, which is 0°8 above that of the previous menth, and 0-2 above that of 
January of last year, but is 0°2 less than the mean of the rates of the three preceding 
months. In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 26°8 in 
Motherwell, 26:7 in Coatbridge, and 24°5 in Greenock, to 11°‘7 in Perth, 14:1 in 
Dundee, 15°6 in Edinburgh, and 16°2 in Aberdeen. In Hamilton it was 23°6; in 
Clydebank, 22:0; in Glasgow, 21:3; in Leith, 20°3; in Paisley, 18°9; in Kilmar- 
nock, 18°8; in Ayr, 18°2; in Falkirk, 17:2; and in Kirkcaldy, 16:8. 

Of the 4002 children whose births were registered, 3572, or 89°3 per cent., 
were legitimate, while 430, or 10°7 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
children of the month number 54 more than in the previous month, 56 more than 
the mean of the numbers for the three preceding months, and 105 more than in 
January of last year. The illegitimate rate is 0°9 more than that of the previous 
month, 1°3 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 2°5 
more than that of January of last year. Both the actual number of illegitimate 
children registered in these sixteen towns and the illegitimate rate are higher than in 
any month since these sixteen towns have been dealt with in these monthly reports, 
and that is since January 1913. In 1915, 1916, and 1917 the monthly number of 
illegitimates averaged less than 340; in 1913 it was 346; in 1914, 361; in 1918, 
357 ; and in this month is found to be 430. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 19:4 per cent. in Perth, 17°3 in Falkirk, and 16:2 in Edinburgh, to 1:1 in 
Clydebank, 3°1 in Motherwell, and 5:9 in Coatbridge. In Dundee it was 14:2; 
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in Aberdeen, 13°4; in Glasgow, 10°6; in Paisley, 10°4; in Kilmarnock, 8°3; in Ayr, 
7:8; in Hamilton, 7°5; in Greenock, 7°2; in Kirkcaldy, 6°9 ; and in Leith, 6:1. 

Marriages registered numbered 2247. They are 118 more than registered in the 
previous month, 410 more than the mean of the numbers registered in the three 
preceding months, and 97 more than registered in January of last year. The 
equivalent annual marriage-rate is 10°9 per thousand, which is 0°5 more than that of 
the previous month, 1°8 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
and 0:4 more than that of January of last year. In the individual towns this 
rate varied from 12-7 in Edinburgh, 12'0 in Glasgow, 11°6 in Coatbridge, and 11:0 in 
Perth, to 4:7 in Hamilton, 7:2 in Kilmarnock, 7°4 in Clydebank, and 7°7 in Leith. 
In Dundee this rate was 10°5; in Aberdeen, 9°9; in Motherwell, 9°5; in Falkirk, 
9:3; in Ayr, 9°3; in Paisley, 8-9; in Kirkcaldy, 8°75 and in Greenock, 8:0. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3741, of which 
1866 were of males, and 1875 of females. ‘These deaths include those of 358 persons 
with usual residence outwith ths town of registration, but do not include those 
of 241 persons with usual residence in one or other of these towns, but dying 
elsewhere in Scotland, and the difference, 117, falls to be deducted to get the 
corrected number, which is thus found to be 3624. This number is 142 in excess 
of that of the previous month, and 306 more than that of January of last year, but 
1053 less than the mean of the numbers for the three preceding months. 

The death-rate of the month, corrected, is 17°7 per thousand. It is 0°7 more 
than that of the previous month, and 1:5 more that that of January of last year, 
but is 5:4 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. In the 
individual towns the monthly corrected death-rate varied from 35:1 in Coatbridge, 
24-4 in Leith, and 21:1 in Perth, to 10°6 in Clydebank, 12°2 in Kirkcaldy, and 12°5 
in Ayr. In Edinburgh this rate was 19°7 ; in Dundee, 19°3; in Falkirk, 18:5; in 
Hamilton, 18°3; in Motherwell 17:9; in Kilmarnock, 17°9; in Aberdeen, 16°6 ; in 
Glasgow, in Paisley, and in Leith, 16:4. ! 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 619. They are 92 more 
than in the previous month, 78 more than the mean of the numbers of the three 
preceding months, and 111 more than in January of last year. These deaths are 
equal to an infantile death-rate of 152 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 
23 more than that of the previous month, 17 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 28 more than that of January of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate varied from 288 in Falkirk, 254 in Leith, and 223 in 
Paisley, to 68 in Kirkcaldy, 78 in Clydebank, 112 in Greenock, and 113 in Ayr. In 
Dundee this rate was 215; in Motherwell, 211; in Coatbridge, 210; in Hamilton, 
207; in Edinburgh, 194; in Aberdeen, 170; in Kilmarnock, 145; in Perth, 128; 
and in Glasgow, 119. : 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 693, and from bronchitis, 438; the former 
are 68 fewer than in the previous month, but 338 more than in January of last 
year, while the latter are 68 more than in the previous month, and 76 more than in 
January of last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 45, and those 
of which influenza was one of two or more named causes, 286. In the previous 
month these figures were 64 and 428 respectively. Collectively these deaths 
numbered 331, and equal an annual death-rate of 1:6 per thousand, which is 0°8 less 
than in the previous month, and 6°5 less than in November... In the individual 
towns this death-rate varied from 13°5 in Coatbridge, 3°3 in Leith, and 3:2 in Perth 
to'0°6 in Kirkcaldy and in Hamilton, and 0:7 in Greenock and in Ayr. In Glasgow 
this rate was 0°9 ; in Edinburgh, 2:2; in Dundee, 2:4 ; and in Aberdeen 1°5. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 326, of which 224 were 
ascribed to phthisis. The former are 14 more than in the previous month, but 38 
fewer than in January of last year. The latter are 16 more than in the previous 
month, but 21 fewer than in January of last year, 
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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Warr, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


JANUARY 1919. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°635 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°233 in. 

Mean temperature, 37°'2; less by 0°:9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 7°°3; less by 1°°6. 

Rain, number of days, 22; greater by 4 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3:20; greater by 0°16 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 4 days’ excess of winds from between N.E. and S.E. 

Hence the month was characterised by an abnormally low mean pressure ; a slightly 
low mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range ; a fractionally high mean 
rainfall ; and an excess of winds from an easterly quarter. 

Pressure conditions were at first very variable with some low readings of the 
barometer, whilst towards the end of the month an anticyclone over the North Sea 
was the dominant influence. In spite of some high readings during the last ten 
days the mean of the month was abnormally low. At Leith, at sea-level, pressure 
was above 30 in. on 18th and 19th, from 22nd to 25th, and from 29th to 31st; and 
the extremes at that place were 30°48 in. on 23rd, and 28°78 in. on 6th. 

Except on Ist, and around 19th, temperature until 25th was as a rule fairly high 
by night though moderate by day, whilst a cold easterly type of weather which pre- 
vailed during the last week was much less rigorous in Scotland than in England. 
The lowest reading reported was 12° at Braemar on Ist (as compared with a minimum 
of —3° at West Linton in January 1918), and on the whole temperature fluctuations 
were moderate for mid-winter. The mean for the month was at Aberdeen fully 
equal to the normal, but in most districts rather below it. As regards the chief 
towns the mean was 37°:2, or 0°°9 below the normal; the days were 1°:7 and the — 
nights 0°:1 below their respective averages ; and the extremes were 48° at’ Greenock 
on 13th, and 16° at Perth on Ist. 

Rain, sleet or snow fell heavily in most districts on lst,—as much as 1°57 in. at 
Rothesay,—and at many places a quarter or a third of the month’s total was 
accounted for on that day. ‘Towards north-east there were again rather heavy falls 
on 2nd. Thereafter fair to fine and moderately wet periods alternated,—as much as 
1°63 in. at Gruline (Mull) on 13th,—though rain was seldom general in all districts. 
After 26th precipitation hardly occurred except im east and south-east. Aggregates 
as a rule in excess in the east,—at Gordon Castle nearly twice the normal; deficient 
towards the north-west,—a little more than half the normal at Fort William; and 
rather variable elsewhere. The mean for the chief towns was 3°20 in., or 105 per 
cent. of the normal. 

Wind force was high on Ist and around 9th and 13th. In some districts where 
snow fell on Ist it lay on the ground for three or four days; there were some 
unimportant snowfalls during the third week; and a rather heavy fall in many 
districts on 26th and 27th,—as much as one foot at West Linton,—though but little, 
and here and there none, on the fringe of the east coast. 

Thunder, or thunderstorms, occurred’ at Gordon Castle on 5th; at points in the 
Clyde area on 10th; at Roshven on 13th; and at Rothesay and Portree on 25th. 

Fog occurred rather widely during the week ending 25th, and at Edinburgh and 
elsewhere no sunshine was recorded during that week. 

Aurora was noted at one or more points on as many as 11 nights, displays on 3rd, 
16th, and 18th, and 31st being widely observed.

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REPORT. 


During the month of February 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 3214 living children, of whom 1650 were male and 
1564 female. The male children are 362 fewer than registered in the previous month, 
and 114 fewer than registered in February of last year. The female children are 426 
fewer than registered in the previous month, and 150 fewer than in February of last 
year. The total children of the month are 788 fewer than those of the previous 
month, 264 fewer than those of February of last year, and 655 fewer than the mean 
of the numbers of the three preceding months. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 
17°3 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of these towns, which is 
2:2 less than that of the previous menth, 1°8 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 1°6 less than that of February of last year. It is the 
lowest collective monthly birth-rate of these sixteen towns yet recorded. In the 
individual towns the monthly birth-rate varied from 29:1 in Motherwell, 25-8 in 
Hamilton, and 25:5 in Greenock, to 12:2 in Perth, 12°5 in Kilmarnock, and 13:0 
in Edinburgh. In Coatbridge the birth-rate was 22°8; in Clydebank, 21°6; in 
Leith, 18:7; in Glasgow, 18:5; in Paisley, 15°6; in Falkirk, 15°4; in Kirkcaldy, 
14°8; in Dundee, 14°6 ; in Aberdeen, 14°3; and in Ayr, 13°4. 

Of the 3214 children whose births were registered, 2899, or 90°2 per cent., 
were legitimate, while 315, or 9°8 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
children of the month number 115 less than in the previous month, but 70 fewer than 
the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, and 35 more than in 
February of last year. The illegitimate rate is 0°9 less than that of the previous 
month, and 0°1 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 
1‘7 more than that of February of last year. In the individual towns this rate 
varied from 17:0 per cent. in Edinburgh, 16°7 in Dundee, 14:7 in Ayr, and 14°3 in. 
Falkirk, to 3:2 in Motherwell, 3:8 in Hamilton, 5:1 in Coatbridge, and 5°6 in Kilmar- 
nock. In Aberdeen this rate was 9°8 ; in Glasgow, 9°0; in Perth, 8°8; in Kirkcaldy, 
8°7 ; in Clydebank, 7°6; in Paisley, 7°5; in Greenock, 7°1; and in Leith, 6°6. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1382. They are 865 fewer than 
registered in the previous month, 567 less than the mean of the numbers registered 
in the three preceding months, and 29 fewer than registered in February of last 
year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 7°5 per thousand. It is 3°4 less than 
that of January, 2°1 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 
0-1 less than that of February of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied 
from 11:0 in Edinburgh, 9°3 in Perth, and 8°8 in Aberdeen, to 2:5 in Motherwell, 
4‘1 in Paisley, 4°6 in Greenock, and 48 in Kirkcaldy. In Ayr the marriage-rate 
was 7°5; in Glasgow, 7°3; in Dundee, 7:2; in Falkirk, 7:0; in Kilmarnock, 6°9; in 
Clydebank, 6:0 ; in Coatbridge, 5°6 ; in Leith, 5:2; and in Hamilton, 5:2. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 6268, of which 
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3059 were of males, and 3209 of females. These deaths include those of 436 persons 
who, though dying in one or other of these towns, had a usual residence out with the 
town of registration, but exclude those of 282 persons dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
but having usual residence in one or other of the towns, and the difference, 
154, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus 
found to be 6114. This number is 2490 more than that of the previous month, 2109 
more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 3534 more than 
that of February of last year. It is the largest number of deaths recorded in any 
month since these sixteen towns were collectively dealt with in these reports, and 
that is since January 1912. 

The deaths registered in these towns during the month, corrected, outnumber the 
births registered by 2900, or by 90 per cent. Of the sixteen towns Motherwell, 
Hamilton and Clydebank are the only three in which the births of the month out- 
numbered the deaths, in each of the remaining thirteen the deaths being in excess. 
The excess of deaths over births in Edinburgh was 872, or 260 per cent. ; in Glasgow, 
1405, or 89 per cent. ; in Dundee, 153, or 75 per cent. ; and in Aberdeen, 131, or 
71 per cent. 

The collective death-rate of’ the sixteen towns was 33°0 It is 15°3 more than 
that of the previous month, 13°2 more than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months, and 19°90 more than that of February of last year. It is the highest monthly 
collective death-rate of these towns since January 1912, the date since which 
all sixteen towns have been collected in these monthly reports. Previous to 1912 
eight towns only were included in these reports, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, 
Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock and Perth; in these eight the collective monthly 
death-rate was 34°6, and since 1874 a higher rate only occurred in three months, 
February 1895, January 1875 and December 1874, which were 35'5, 36:4 and 40°5 
respectively. 

In the individual towns the corrected death-rate of the month ranged from 46°8 in 
Edinburgh, 36:5 in Leith, and 34:8 in Glasgow, to 16-7 in Kilmarnock, 18°3 in 
Clydebank, and 18:6 in Hamilton. In Coatbridge this rate was 31°3; in Greenock, . 
296; in Paisley, 29:4; in Perth, 29°1 ; in Dundee, 25:5; in Aberdeen, 24°4; in 
Falkirk, 24:1; in Motherwell, 23°8; in Ayr, 23:3; and in Kirkcaldy, 20°2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 732. They are 113 more 
than in the previous month, 170 more than the mean of the numbers of the three 
preceding months, and 335 more than in February of last year. The equivalent 
infantile mortality rate is 200 per thousand of the average number of births regis- 
tered monthly during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 48 more than that 
of the previous month, 60 more than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months, and 99 more than that of February of last year. It is the highest recorded 
in these monthly returns since 1901, which is the first year for which this rate has 
been calculated. In the individual towns this rate varied from 429 in Perth, 291 
in Dundee, and 272 in Edinburgh, to 93 in Kilmarnock, 96 in Falkirk, and 106 in 
Greenock, In Kirkcaldy this rate was 212; in Glasgow, 201; in Ayr, 191; in 
Aberdeen, 175; in Paisley, 168 ; in Coatbridge, 161 ; in Motherwell, 161 ; in Leith, 
159; in Hamilton, 145; and in Clydebank, 109. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 2198, and from bronchitis, 799. Compared 
with the number in the previous month the former are 1505, and the latter 361 
more. Compared with the number of February of last year the former are 1948, and 
the latter 613 more. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 238, but there 
were 1567 other deaths in which influenza was one of two or more named causes, 
and the total death certificates during the month in which influenza was named 
numbered 1805, This total is 1474 more than in the previous month, and more than 
in all recent months with the exception of October last, when they numbered 2001. 
Collectively these 1805 deaths equal an annual mortality of 9°7 per thousand, which 
rate varied from 19°6 in Edinburgh, 13°6 in Leith, 10-8 in Paisley, and 9°7 in 
Glasgow, to 3°3 in Clydebank, 3°6 in Hamilton and in Ayr, and 3°8 in Kirkcaldy. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 370, of which 260 were 
ascribed to phthisis. The former are 44 more than in the previous month, and 55 
more than in February of last year. The latter are 36 more than in January and 
48 more than in February of last year. 
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ETEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Wart, M.A., F.R.S8.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


FEBRUARY 1919. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°808 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0:035 in. 

Mean temperature, 34°°5 ; less by 4°:1. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°°4 ; less by 1°°7. 

Rain, number of days, 13; less by 3 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°61; less by 1°07 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 7 days’ excess of winds from N.W. or from between N. 
and EK. 

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure ; an abnor- 
mally low mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range ; a decidedly low 
mean rainfall ; and a very large excess of north-westerly and north-easterly or easterly 
winds. 

During the second week conditions were controlled by an anticyclone which 
spread southwards from the North Sea, whilst later various depressions moved east- 
wards across the South of England. The mean pressure of the month was slightly 
below the normal; at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from Ist to 
3rd, and from 7th to 12th; and the extremes at that place were 30°63 in. on 9th, 
and 29:05 in. on 20th. There was a complete inversion of the normal south-westerly 
gradient over our Islands, and the mean pressure was decidedly higher in the north 
of Scotland than over the south of England. 

The cold easterly to north- easterly | type of weather which had developed during 
the last week of January persisted practically unbroken throughout the whole of 
February, and judged by its mean temperature the month ranks as a very cold one. 
The historic February of 1895 was much colder in every respect and that of 1900 
slightly colder, but with these exceptions a February as cold has been experienced in 
Scotland during the last fifty years only in 1902. Moderate high day temperatures 
rarely occurred (54° at Colmonell on 11th), and the days were on the whole colder 
than in any February except that of 1895. The nights, on the other hand, were 
distinctly less cold than those of 1900 and 1902. On night of 4th—5th, Kingussie 
recorded 2° and Braemar 3°, as compared with readings below zero in both 1900 and 
1902, and -17° at Braemar on 11th February 1895. For the chief towns the mean 
was 34°°5, or 4°°1 below the normal; the days were 4°°9 and the nights 3°:2 below 
their respective averages ; and the extremes were 48° at Paisley on 23rd and 24th, 
and 16° at Perth on 10th. 

Precipitation of any in.portance occurred only on 15th, between 18th and 22nd, and 
on 25th or 26th, and many “rain days” had only normal amounts. Except towards 
the south-east, where there was a moderate excess, aggregates were below the normal, 
and over wide areas the deficiency was remarkable. Thus Fort William (0°64 in. as 
compared with about 13 in. in February 1918) had hardly one-tenth of the average, 
and the month there was the driest February on record. Over practically the whole 
of the west and south of Scotland aggregates represented barely one-third or less of 
the average. At Edinburgh more than half the month’s total was accounted for on 
15th and 20th, and at Glasgow fully two-thirds of the small total of 0°90 in. was 
accounted for on 15th and 19th. The mean for the chief towns was 1°61 in., or 60 
‘ per cent. of the normal. 

Wind force was as a rule very light. On 15th and around 19th there were 
moderate falls of snow, in many districts quickly giving place to rain, and some 
extremely light falls early j in the month and on the last day or two. 

Thunder ° was not reported. 

A good deal of fog and mist occurred at times, and the third week of the month 
was very gloomy in nearly all parts of our Islands. 

Sunshine aggregates were good in northern and in some western districts, but 
deficient elsewhere—e.g., 87 hours at Oban and 77 hours at Gordon Castle; but 48 
hours at Edinburgh and 43 hours at Marchmont. 

A fine display of aurora was widely observed on 27th, and others less widely on 
4th, 23rd and 28th.

During the month of March 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 3695 living children, of whom 1833 were male and 
1862 female. The male children number 183 more than in the previous month, but 
111 fewer than in March of last year. The female children number 298 more than 
in the previous month, and 14 more than in March of last year. The total children 
registered during the month number 481 more than in the previous month, 17 more 
than the average during the three preceding months, and 97 fewer than in March of 
last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 18-0 per thousand, and is 0°7 more 
than that of the previous manth, but 0°5 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 0°6 less than that of March of last year. In the individual 
towns the monthly birth-rate varied from 27:4 in Greenock, 26:2 in Clydebank, 
and 23°2 in Motherwell, to 12°6 in Edinburgh, 14:1 in Dundee, and 14°6 in Perth. 
In Hamilton this rate was 22°7 ; in Coatbridge, 22:2; in Paisley, 19°6 ; in Glasgow, 
18:9; in Aberdeen, 18°4; in Ayr, 17°8; in Kilmarnock, 17:6; in Leith, 16:3; in 
Kirkcaldy, 16°2; and in Falkirk, 15:9. 

Of the 3695 children whose births were registered, 3313, or 89°7 per cent., 
were legitimate, while 382, or 10°3 per cent., were illegitimate. Compared with 
the numbers in the previous month, the legitimate children are 414 more, and the 
illegitimate children 67 more. Compared with the mean of the numbers of the 
three preceding months, the legitimate children are 9 more, and the illegitimate 
children 8 more. Compared with the number for March of last year, the legitimate 
children are 171 fewer, but the illegitimate children are 74 more. . The illegitimate 
rate is 0°5 more than that of the previous month, 0:2 more than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, and 2°2 more than that of March of last year. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1745. They 
are 363 more than registered in the previous month, and 191 more than registered 
in March of last year, but are 174 less than the average during the preceding three 
months. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 8°5 per thousand. It is 1:0 more 
than that of the previous month, and 1°9 more than that of March of last year, but is 
1'1 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. “In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 11:2 in Edinburgh, 10°6 in Aberdeen, and 10:3 in Ayr, 
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to 3°2 in Hamilton, 3:7 in Clydebank, and 5:0 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow this rate 
was 8°7; in Kirkcaldy, 8:4; in Leith, 7°6; in Dundee, 7:4 ; in Falkirk, 7°3; in 
Perth, 7:1; in Paisley, 6°7; in Greenock, 6°3; in Motherwell, 5°6; and in Kil- 
marnock, 5'3. 

Deaths registered numbered 5446, 2679 being of males and 2767 of females. 
These deaths included those of 378 persons who, though dying in one or other of 
these towns, had usual residence elsewhere in Scotland, but excluded those of 250 
persons of usual residence in one or other of these towns, but dying elsewhere 
in Scotland, and the difference, 128, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number 
for the month, which is thus found to be 5318. This number is 796 less than in 
the previous month, but is 911 more than the mean of the numbers of the three 
preceding months, and 2450 more than that of March of last year. In this as in 
the previous month the corrected number of deaths in these towns exceeded the 
number of registered births. 

The collective monthly death-rate of these towns was 25°9 per thousand. It is 
7:1 less than that of the previous month, but is 3:3 more than the mean of those of 
the three preceding months, and 11:9 more than that of March of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate varied from 30°2 in Glasgow and in Greenock, and 27:1 
in Falkirk, to 17-0 in Motherwell, 18°6 in Hamilton, and 18°8 in Kirkealdy and 
in Kilmarnock. In Aberdeen it was 25:1; in Coatbridge, 24°8; in Ayr, 23:9; in 
Paisley, 23:4; in Perth, 21:4; in Clydebank, 21°3; in Edinburgh, 20°9 ; in Dundee, 
20°7; and ‘in Leith, 19°38. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 756. This number is 24 
more than that of the previous month, 130 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 355 more than that of March of last year. These infantile 
deaths numbered more in this month than in any month since April 1915. The 
equivalent infantile mortality rate is 187 per thousand of the average number of 
births registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 13 less 
than that of the previous month, but is 27 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 86 more than that of March of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate varied from 250 in Perth, 221 in Glasgow, and 209 in 
Aberdeen, to 83 in Motherwell and 98 in Clydebank. In Greenock this rate was 
196; in Paisley, 171; in Coatbridge, 168 ; in Dundee, 159; in Falkirk, 158 ; in Ayr, 
151; in Leith, 150; in Kilmarnoek, 150; in Edinburgh, 126; in Hamilton, 122 ; 
and in Kirkcaldy, 103. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 373, and included 5 from 
enteric fever, 59 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 225 from whooping-cough, 39 
from diphtheria, and 37 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
are 55 more than in the previous month, and 148 more than in March of last year. 

Deaths from pnenmonia numbered 1578, and from bronchitis, 598. Compared 
with the numbers of the previous month the former are 620 fewer, and the latter 
201 fewer, but compared with the number of March of last year the former are 1309 
more, and the latter are 388 more. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 176, and those 
of which influenza was one of two or more named causes numbered 1059, the total 
death certificates in which influenza was named numbering 1235. This total is 
570 less than that of the previous month, and 766 less than that of October last, 
the month in which influenza deaths attained a maximum of 2001. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 378, 269 of them 
being ascribed to phthisis. The former number is 8 more than that of the previous 
month, but 26 less than that of March of last year. The latter number is 9 more 
than that of the previous month, and 7 more than that of March of last year.

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure ; an abnor- 
mally low mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range ; a mean rainfall 
practically equal to the normal; and an excess of north-westerly winds. 

After anticyclonic conditions around the middle of the month a deep disturbance 
developed to the north of Ireland on 18th; on 27th a very deep disturbance moved 
eastwards from the north of Scotland, with violent fluctuations of pressure; and on 
28th-29th a depression moving eastwards along the English Channel had an un- 
usually widespread influence. The mean pressure of the month was slightly below 
the normal ; at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from 14th to 18th, 
and on 25th; and the extremes at that place were 30°56 in. on 17th, and 28-90 in. 
on 27th. 

Following an abnormally cold February the month was one of quite exceptional 
coldness, relieved only on 2nd, on 11th, and around 17th, and then only in a 
spasmodic manner. From 18th onwards there was a steady fall of temperature ; in 
various districts the mean of the fourth week was as much as 8° or 9° below the 
normal ; judged by its mean temperature the month was the coldest March experienced 
in Scotland for at least sixty years ; and, if we may generalize from records available 
for Edinburgh, it was the coldest March for at least a century. The lowest reading 
reported was 7° at Braemar on 23rd, but this compares with, e.g., 3° below zero at 
that place on 9th March 1917. On the other hand the highest reading was 54° at 
Leith (Starbank Park) on 2nd, and never before has the thermometer failed to 
reach an appreciably higher level in March. For the chief towns the mean was 
36°:2, or 4°°2 below the normal; the days were 4°°5 and the nights 3°°8 below 
their respective averages ; and the extremes were 51° at Aberdeen and elsewhere on 
2nd, and 19° at Perth on 4th. 

Much of the month’s precipitation consisted of snow, and relatively to the normal 
aggregates varied irregularly. Heavy falls of snow, sleet and rain on 18th and 19th 
(at Greenock, 0°76 in. followed by 2°11 in.) brought about an excess in some southern 
and western districts. On 26th fairly heavy falls were general, with considerable 
amounts in north-east and north on 27th and later days. On the eastern sea-board 
there was in general a moderate shortage ; whilst Braemar and Grantown-on-Spey 
had an excess of about 50 per cent., and Cally (Gatehouse) of fully 40 per cent., but 
Fort William only three fifths of the normal. The mean for the chief towns was 
2°73 in., or 101 per cent. of the normal. 

There was snow in considerable amounts more or less widely around 7th and 
13th ; on 19th very stormy weather was general, with heavy falls of snow, giving 
place on low ground to sleet and rain; and thereafter conditions were almost con- 
tinuously wintry, with a gale from between south-west and north-west on 27th, 
followed by another severe snowstorm in many districts. In some hilly districts 
disastrous drifting occurred, and in the far north railway traffic was interrupted. 

Thunder occurred at Castlebay (Barra) on 2nd; at Kelso on 18th; and in the 
extreme north on 30th and 31st. 

Sunshine aggregates varied greatly,—at Edinburgh only 79 hours, considerably 
below the normal, as compared with 133 hours at Fortrose and 129 hours at 
Aberdeen. 

Aurora was observed on various occasions, very widely on 27th.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 
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REPORT. 


During the month of April 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000; the births of 3755 living children, of whom 1948 were male and 
1807 female. The male children of the month are 115 more than those of the 
previous month, but 322 fewer than those of April of last year. The female children 
of the month are 55 fewer than those of the previous month, and 353 fewer than 
those of April of last year. The total children registered are 60 more than in the 
previous month, and 118 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months, but 675 fewer than registered in April of last year. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 18°9 per thousand, and is 0°9 more than that of the previous menth, 
and 0°6 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 3°5 less 
than that of April of last year. In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate 
ranged from 28°9 in Coatbridge, 25°3 in Clydebank, 24°5 in Greenock, and 24:0 in 
Motherwell, to 13°3 in Falkirk, 14:1 in Edinburgh, and 14°9 in Dundee. In 
Hamilton this rate was 22°9; in Kilmarnock, 21:4; in Glasgow, 21:2; in Ayr, 15:5 ; 
in Kirkcaldy, 15°3; in Leith, 15°2; in Paisley, 15:1; in Aberdeen, 15°1; and in 
Perth, 15:1. 

Of the 3755 children whose births were registered during the month, 3432, or 
91:4 per cent., were legitimate, while 323, or 8°6 per cent., were illegitimate. Com- 
pared with the numbers of the previous month, the legitimate children are 119 more, 
but the illegitimate children are 59 less. Compared with the mean of the numbers 
of the three preceding months, the legitimate children are 171 more, but the illegiti- 
mate children are 53 less. Compared with the number of April of last year, the 
legitimate children are 649 fewer, and the illegitimate children are 26 fewer. The 
illegitimate rate is 1°7 less than that of the previous month, and the same amount 
less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 0°7 more than that 
of April of last year. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 2501. They 
are 756 more than registered in the previous month, 710 more than the mean of the 
numbers registered in the three preceding months, and 678 more than registered in 
April of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 12°6 per thousand. It 
is 4:1 more than that of the previous month, 3°6 more than the mean of those of 
the three preceding months, and 3°4 more than that of April of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied from 15:4 in Edinburgh, 14:0 in 
Aberdeen, 13°6 in Glasgow, and 12:2 in Dundee, to 5:2 in Coatbridge, 6°1 in 
Motherwell, 7:7 in Clydebank, and 8°1 in Paisley. In Leith this rate was 10°6 ; 
in Falkirk, 10:2; in Perth, 10°1; in Hamilton, 1071; in Kirkcaldy, 9:9; in Kil- 
- marnock, 9°7; in Ayr, 9°6; and in Greenock, 9:1.

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 3240, 1686 being of males, and 1554 
of females, These deaths included those of 258 persons with usual residence out- 
with the towns of registration, but excluded those of 185 persons who, though dying 
elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the 
difference, 103, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number of the month, 
which is thus found to be 3137. This number is 2181 less than in the previous 
month, 1882 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, 
but 261 more than that of April of last year. The registered births of the month 
exceed the corrected number of deaths by 618; in the preceding two months the 
corrected deaths were more numerous than the births. 

The collective monthly death-rate of these towns was 158 per thousand. It is 
10:1 less than that of the previous month, 9°7 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, but 1°3 more than that of April of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate ranged from 22:0 in Kilmarnock, 20°0 in Greenock, and 
18:8 in Ayr, to 9°7 in Clydebank, 12°7 in Perth, and 13:0 in Motherwell. In 
Hamilton this rate was 17:1; i Glasgow, 16°8; in Coatbridge, 16:1; in Paisley, 15:9 ; 
in Leith, 15-2; in Falkirk, 14°7; in Edinburgh, 14:3; in Aberdeen, 14°0; in Dundee, 
13°7; and in Kirkcaldy, 13°2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 496. This number is 
260 less than in the previous month, 206 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but 41 more than that of April of last year. The equivalent 
infantile mortality rate is 128 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 59 less than 
that of the previous month, 52 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months, but 10 more than that of April of last year. In the individual towns 
this rate varied from 220 in Kilmarnock, 176 in Hamilton, and 160 in Ayr, to 36 in 
Kirkcaldy, 73 in Paisley,and 77 in Perth. In Greenock this rate was 146; in Leith, 
142; in Glasgow, 135; in Coatbridge, 134; in Edinburgh, 123; in Motherwell, 122; 
in Dundee, 109; in Aberdeen, 109; in Falkirk, 109; and in Clydebank, 103. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 369, and included 2 from 
enteric fever, 88 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 213 from whooping-cough, 24 
from diphtheria, and 36 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
are 4 fewer than in the previous month, but 94 more than in April of last year, and 
71 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 430, and from bronchitis, 258. The former 
are 1148 fewer than in the previous month, but 193 more than in April of last year. 
The latter are 340 fewer than in the previous month, but 33 more than in April of 
last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 28, and those 
of which influenza was one of two or more named causes numbered 140, the total 
death certificates in which influenza was named numbering 168. This total is 
1067 less than in the previous month, and is the smallest number in any month 
since October last. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 319, 204 of them 
being attributed to phthisis. The former are 59 fewer than in March, and 50 fewer 
than in April of last year. The latter are 65 fewer than in March, and 31 fewer 
than in April of last year.

APRIL 1919.

Wind, direction of: an 8 days’ excess of winds from 8.W. and W., and a two 
days’ excess of winds from N.W. and N. 

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure; a mean 
temperature practically equal to the normal, with a rather low mean daily range; a 
slightly high mean rainfall; and a considerable excess of westerly and northerly 
winds. 

The range of fluctuation of atmospheric pressure was very great. Thus, at Leith, 
at sea-level, a reading of 28°70 in. on the evening of 14th, when a deep depression 
was moving slowly eastwards from the north-west of Ireland, was the lowest recorded 
in April since 1874; whilst a reading of 30°74 in. on the morning of 20th, when an 
anticyclone had spread northwards from the Bay of Biscay, was the highest noted in 
April for at least sixty years, though it was all but equalled in 1906. The extreme 
range of pressure at Leith was thus fully 2 in., against an average for April of about 
1:2in. The mean pressure for the month was shghtly below the normal ; at Leith 
readings above 30 in. occurred from 2nd to 4th, from 17th to 24th, and on 29th. 

A March with an unprecedentedly low mean temperature had followed an 
abnormally cold February, and the first two days or so of April were also cold, with 
16° at Braemar on night of lst—2nd. Thereafter, with minor fluctuations, tempera- 
ture was for the most part at least equal to the normal until 19th, with highest 
readings for the month very widely on 18th,—as high as 72° at Crathes and 71° at 
Aberdeen, but only 60° at Glasgow and 59° at Edinburgh. Two days later, on 20th, 
the thermometer at Aberdeen did not rise above 51°. From 26th to 28th in 
association with the movements of a secondary depression, wintry weather was 
experienced, with a reading at West Linton of 22° on night of 27th—28th. For the 
chief towns the mean was 44°°7, or 0°'1 above the normal; the days were 0°'5 below, 
and the nights 0°:8 above their respective averages ; and the extremes were 71° at 
Aberdeen on 18th, and 27° at Perth on 2nd. 

From Ist to 9th there was little or no precipitation over wide areas, but rather 
wet conditions towards north-west, and on 10th Fort William had as much as 2°57 
in. In east there were heavy falls of rain on 14th and 15th, and of snow, sleet and 
rain on 27th, and at Edinburgh about four-fifths of the month’s total was accounted 
for on these three days. -In west and south amounts at the most unsettled times 
were less heavy than in east. The period from 16th or 17th until about 24th was 
almost everywhere continuously fine. Aggregates for the month were greatly in 
excess in Midlothian and East Lothian, and in north-west and north-east. In 
sheltered central and south-eastern districts, on the other hand, and around the 
western and southern sea-boards, they were deficient. Thus Edinburgh had 222 per 
cent. and Glencarron 191 per cent. of the normal; but Crieff only 42 per cent., 
Colmonell 68 per cent., and Marchmont 72 per cent. The mean for the chief towns 
was 2°29 in., or 113 per cent. of the normal. 

There were moderate falls of snow in some districts on Ist, and about 
the middle of the month, with hail at times. On 27th a severe snowstorm 
developed, and after a lull overnight it was renewed with great violence on 28th. 
With strong, squally, and bitterly cold winds from the north, conditions amounted 
to those of a blizzard, with much drifting in hilly districts and a serious mortality 
amongst lambs. In western districts there was, however, but little snow except on 
the hills. In recent years, the severe snowstorms of mid-April 1917 and of 23rd 
April 1908 may be recalled. On the latter date temperature at Perth fell to 9°. 

Thunder occurred in the far north early on Ist, and here and there on 9th, 13th 
and 16th. 

There were a few very sunny days, but with many cloudy ones sunshine aggre- 
gates were below the normal. At Aberdeen the month was the cloudiest April for 
twenty years. 

Aurora was observed here and there on 8th, 12th, 16th and 20th.

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Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


During the month of May 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4120 living children, of whom 2082 were male and 
2038 were female. Compared with the numbers registered in the previous month, 
the male children are 134 more, the female children are 231 more, and the total 
children are 365 more. Compared with the mean of the numbers registered in the 
three preceding months, the males are 271 more, the females are 294 more, and the 
total is 565 more. Compared with the number registered in May of last year the 
males are 147 fewer, the females are 184 fewer, and the total is 331 less. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°1 per thousand. It is 1:2 more than that of the 
previous menth, and 2:0 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
but is 1:7 less than that of May of last year. In the individual towns the monthly 
birth-rate varied from 29:0 in Coatbridge, 25:2 in Greenock, 24:0 in Motherwell, 
and 23°3 in Hamilton, to 13°3 in Kirkcaldy, 14°6 in Perth, and 16-0 in Dundee. In 
Glasgow this rate was 21°9; in Paisley, 20°5 ; in Clydebank, 20°5 ; in Kilmarnock, 
20:1 ; in Falkirk, 19°8 ; in Leith, 19-6; in Ayr, 17:1-; in‘ Edinburgh, 16°¢; and in 
Aberdeen, 16°3. 

Of the 4120 children whose births were registered, 3768, or 91°5 per cent., were 
legitimate, while 352, or 8°5 per cent., were illegitimate. Compared with the numbers 
of the previous month, the legitimate children are 336 more, and the illegitimate 
children are 29 more. Compared with the mean of the numbers of the three pre- 
ceding months, the legitimate children are 553 more, and the illegitimate children 
are 12 more. Compared with the number of May of last year, the legitimate 
children are 296 fewer, and the illegitimate children are 35 fewer. The illegitimate 
rate is 0'l less than that of the previous month, 1-1 less than the mean of the rates 
of the three preceding months, and 0:2 less than in May of last year. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1446. ‘This number is 1055 less 
than in the previous month, and 430 less than the mean of those of the three pre- 
ceding months, but is 451 more than in May of last year. It is the largest number 
of marriages ever registered in Scotland during the month of May. The national 
prejudice against marriage in May appears during recent years to be diminishing ; 
during the three Mays preceding the declaration of war, 1912 to 1914, the average 
number of registered marriages was 633, but during the five years 1915 to 1919, this 
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average has increased to 1153. The monthly marriage-rate was 7:0 per thousand, | 
which is 5‘6 less than in April, and 2°5 less than the mean of the rates of the three 
months February to April, but is 2° more than that of May of last year. In the 
sndividual towns this rate varied from 11:6 in Aberdeen, 10°0 in Ayr, and 9°6 in> 
Edinburgh, to 1:7 in Motherwell, 2°6 in Coatbridge, and 3°] in Kilmarnock. In 
Dundee this rate was 7°2; in Glasgow, 7:0; in Leith, 58; in Falkirk, 5°0; in 
Paisley, 4°5 ; in Greenock, 4°3 ; in Perth, 4°2; in Hamilton, 4:1; in Kirkcaldy, 3:8; 
and in Clydebank, 3:5. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2677, 1387 being 
of males, and 1290 of females. These deaths include those of 241 persons with 
usual residence outwith the town of registration, but exclude those of 217 persons 
who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, and the difference, 24, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 2653. This number is 484 less 
than that of the previous month, 2203 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 460 less than that of May of last year. 

The monthly death-rate of these towns taken collectively was 12°9 per thousand. 

It is 2°9 below that of April, 12°0 less than the mean of those of February, March 
and April, and 2°3 below that of May of last year. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rate varied from14:2 in Edinburgh, 14-1 in Kilmarnock, and 13°6 in 
Kirkcaldy, to 8-2 in Ayr, 9°3 in Falkirk, and 9:4 in Hamilton and in Clydebank. In 
Glasgow this rate was 13:5; in Greenock, 13:4; in Leith, 13:3 ; in Aberdeen, 12°3 ; 
in Dundee, 12:1; in Coatbridge, 11:4; in Perth, 11°4; in Paisley, 11:2; and in 
Motherwell, 10°3. 
_ Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 419. This number is 
77 less than that of the previous month, 242 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 44 less than that of May of last year. The equivalent 
infantile mortality rate is 106 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 22 less than 
jn the previous month, 66 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
and 10 less than that of May of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied 
from 140 in Aberdeen, 126 in Leith, 115 in Dundee, and 112 in Glasgow, to 39 in 
Ayr, 53 in Falkirk, and 61 in Clydebank. In Motherwell this rate was 109; in 
Hamilton, 105; in Edinburgh, 100; in Paisley, 92; in Greenock, 84; in Kilmar- 
nock, 83 ; in Coatbridge, 79; in Perth, 73; and in Kirkcaldy, 73. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 284, and included 2 from 
enteric fever, 106 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 120 from whooping-cough, 21 
from diphtheria, and 28 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
are 85 fewer than in the previous month, 69 less than the mean of the numbers of 
the three preceding months, and 54 fewer than in May of last year. | 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 262, and from bronchitis, 166. The former 
are 168 fewer than in the previous month, and 102 fewer than in May of last year. 
The latter are 92 fewer than in the previous month, and 20 fewer than in May of 
last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 8, and those 
of which influenza was one of two or more named causes, 35, the total influenza 
deaths thus numbering 43. This total is 125 less than that of the previous month, 
and is the smallest in any month since July of last year.

Hence the month was characterised by a very high mean pressure; a very high 
mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; an abnormally low mean 
rainfall ; and a large excess of south- -easterly winds. 

After the first three or four days pressure maintained a high level with but slight 
fluctuations, and conditions were for the most part controlled by an anticyclone 
extending westwards from the Continent. The mean pressure (30°'048) was the 
highest recorded in any month since December 1917, and the highest for May during 
the last ten years except in 1915 (30:099 in.). At Leith, at sea-level, readings 
hardly fell below 30 in. from 6th onwards, and the extremes were 30°31 in. on 27th, 
and 29°32 in. on Ist. 

Temperature remained at a moderate to rather low level during the first week or 
so, but thereafter the weather was almost continuously warm except on the east coast 
during the last three days. Lowest readings occurred everywhere between 2nd and 
4th, as low as 23° at Balmoral and Braemar, whilst on 28th, Stirling and Perth 
reached 80°. The mean for the month was everywhere above the normal, but in | 
east the excess was moderate, whilst in west and south it was large,—as much as 5°:0 
at Fort William, but 1°:°9 at Aberdeen. At Glasgow during the last sixty years a 
warmer May has been experienced only in 1896, but at Edinburgh the month had a 
mean temperature slightly below that of May 1918. For the chief towns the mean 
was 52°:6, or 2°°9 above the normal; the days were 3°°3 and the nights 2°°5 above 
their respective averages ; and the lowest reading was 30° at Perth on 2nd. 

The stable pressure distribution resulted in an extremely low rainfall. Until 
llth there were some moderate falls, more especially on 5th, 6th and 11th, but 
thereafter conditions of drought were practically uninterrupted except towards south- 
east on 17th, and towards north on 23rd or 24th. Wide areas had less than 1 in. 
for the entire month ; considerable areas only about half-an-inch or less; Grantown- 
on-Spey only 0°23 in., and Gordon Castle only 0°28 in. The aggregate at Grantown 
represented only 10 per cent. of the normal rainfall for May, Gordon Castle 13, 
Glasgow 24, Aberdeen 25, Dumfries 27, Fort William 36, and Edinburgh 38 per cent. 
The month of May was slightly drier at Edinburgh in 1905, and at Fort William in 
1915; but at Grantown and Nairn, for example, the month was the driest May on 
record, whilst at Glasgow during the last sixty years the aggregate for May has been 
smaller only in 1895. The mean for the chief towns was 0°82 in., or 34 per cent. of 
the normal. 

- Wind force was for the most part low or very low. 

There was a little hail and slight snow in some districts early in the month, and 
thunderstorms here and there on 10th, llth, 17th, 24th or 30th, though over wide 
areas none occurred. At Crathes on afternoon of 24th a thunderstorm was accom- 
panied by hailstones half-an-inch in diameter, and in twenty minutes the “ rainfall” 
was nearly one-third of an inch. 

After some cloudy weather early in the month there was much brilliant sunshine, 
especially in the west, and aggregates were everywhere above the normal. In the 
east there was fog at times, especially in the Firth of Forth from 27th to 30th. 

Aurora was observed at some points on Ist, 2nd or 3rd.

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REPORT. 


During the month of June 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4175 living children, of whom 2195 were male and 
1980 female. Compared with the number registered in the previous month, the 
male children are 113 more, and the children of the two sexes combined are 55 
more, but the female children are 58 fewer. Compared with the mean of the 
numbers of the three preceding months, the male children are 240 more, the female — 
are 78 more, and the two sexes combined are 318 more. Compared with the 
number registered in June of last year, the male children are 175 more, the female 
30 more, and the total 205 more. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 21:0 per 
thousand of the estimated aggregate population of these towns. This rate is 0°9 
more than that of the previous month, 20 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 0-9 more than that of June of last year. In the individual 
towns the monthly birth-rate varied from 27°9 in Clydebank, 26°1 in Greenock, 25:4 
in Motherwell, and 25:0 in Hamilton, to 12°7 in Perth, 16°5 in Kirkcaldy, 17°4 in 
Falkirk, and 17'5 in Aberdeen. In Paisley this rate was 23°0; in Ayr, 22°8; in 
Glasgow, 22°3; in Coatbridge, 22-1; in Kilmarnock, 21°1; in Dundee, 19°3; in 
Edinburgh, 18°1; and in Leith, 18:0. 

Of the 4175 children whose births were registered, 3787, or 90°7 per cent., were 
legitimate, while 388, or 9°3 per cent., were illegitimate. The number of legitimate 
children is 19 more than that of the previous month, 282 more than the mean of 
those of the three preceding months, and 196 more than that of June of last year. 
The number of illegitimate children is 36 more than that of the previous month, 
36 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 9 more than that 
of June of last year. The illegitimate rate, 9°3 per cent., is 0°8 more than that of 
the previous month, and 0°2 more than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months, but is 0°2 less than that of June of last year. In the individual towns this 
rate varied from 15:8 per cent. in Aberdeen, 14°5 in Dundee, and 12°8 in Edinburgh, 
to 1:2 in Hamilton, 2:0 in Falkirk, and 2°8 in Clydebank. In Coatbridge this rate 
was 9°9; in Kirkcaldy, 9°1; in Greenock, 8°8; in Glasgow, 8°6; in Perth, 7:9; 
in Paisley, 7°7; in Kilmarnock, 6°2; in Leith, 5°6; in Ayr, 4°8; and in Mother- 
well, 4:5. 

Marriages registered numbered 3171. This number is 1725 more than that of 
the previous month, 1274 more than the mean of those of the preceding three 
months, and 1187 more than that of June of last year. The equivalent annual 
marriage-rate is 16°0 per thousand, which is 9°0 more than that of May, 6°6 more 
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than the mean of those of the three preceding months—March to May—and 6:0 
more than that of June of last year. It is the highest marriage-rate which has 
occurred in the Sixteen Principal Towns since their statistics have been dealt with 
collectively, and that is since 1911. Previous to 1911 only eight towns were 
included in these monthly reports, and in those eight the marriage-rate of the month 
was 16°6, which is higher than all comparable monthly rates subsequent to that of 
June 1902. In the individual towns this rate varied from 20-4 in Edinburgh, 19°3 
in Aberdeen, and 16-4 in Glasgow and in Falkirk, to 7-0 in Hamilton, 8:7 in Clyde- 
bank, 10:4 in Motherwell, and 11°] in Kirkcaldy. In Ayr this rate was 15°8; in 
Perth, 15°4; in Greenock, 15:1; in Leith, 13°7; in Kilmarnock, 13°3; in Dundee, 
12°9 ; in Paisley, 12°1; and in Coatbridge, 12:0. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2351, of which 
1199 were of males, and 1152 of females. These deaths included those of 244 
persons with usual residence outwith the town of registration, but excluded those 
of 189 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in 
one or other of these towns, and the difference, 55, falls to be deducted to get 
the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to be 2296. This number 
is 357 less than that of the previous month, and 1407 less than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, but is 129 more than that of June of last year. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 11°6 per thousand. It is 1°3 less 
than that of the previous month, and 6°6 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 0°6 more than that of June of last year. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate varied from 13°6 in Kilmarnock, 12-9 in Ayr, and 
12°6 in Greenock, to 7°5 in Falkirk, 8-5 in Coatbridge, and 9°2 in Motherwell. In 
Kirkcaldy this rate was 12°3 ; in Glasgow, 1271; in Edinburgh, 11°9; in Dundee, 
11:0; in Leith, 11:0; in Paisley, 10°7; in Perth, 10°4; in Aberdeen, 10°3; in 
Hamilton, 10°1 ; and in Clydebank, 10:0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 338. This number is 
81 less than in the previous month, and 219 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 28 more than that of June of last year. They are equal 
to an infantile mortality rate of 88 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 18 less than 
that of the previous month, and 52 iess than the mean of those of the three preced- 
ing months, but is 7 more than that of June of last year. In the individual towns this 
rate varied from 220 in Kilmarnock, 148 in Kirkcaldy, 109 in Paisley, and 100 in 
Aberdeen, to 0 in Perth, 20 in Ayr, and 37 in Hamilton. In Dundee this rate was 
97; in Glasgow, 90; in Greenock, 88; in Leith, 85; in Edinburgh, 81; in Coat- 
bridge 63 ; in Clydebank, 63 ; in Motherwell, 56; and in Falkirk, 56. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 185, and included | from 
enteric fever, 75 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 69 from whooping-cough, 11 
from diphtheria, and 24 from the diarrhceas of childhood. The number of these 
deaths is 99 less than that of the previous month, 157 less than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, and 8 less than that of June of last year. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 174, and those from bronchitis, 109. The 
former are 88 fewer than in the previous month, but 22 more than in June of last 
year. The latter are 57 fewer than in the previous month, but 14 more than in 
June of last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 5, and those 
of which it was one of two or more named causes, 16, the total being 21. In the 
previous month this total was 43. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 279, 188 of them being ascribed 
to phthisis. The former number is 47 less than in the previous month, and 42 
less than in June of last year. The latter number is 23 less than in the previous 
month, but 2 more than in June of last year. 
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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Hight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Warr, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


JUNE 1919. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°004 in.; greater than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°035 in. 

Mean temperature, 55°:4 ; equal to the normal. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°:7; less by 0°°6. 

Rain, number of days, 18; greater by 4 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°85; greater by 0°65 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 9 days’ excess of winds from 8.W., W. and N.W. 

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure; a mean 
temperature equal to the normal, with a slightly low mean daily range ; a somewhat 
high mean rainfall ; and a large excess of westerly winds. 

At the beginning and towards the end of the month pressure stood for the 
most part at a fairly high level, and fluctuations were most important between 11th 
and 13th, when a depression crossed ovr Islands. The mean value was slightly 
above the normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, the extremes were 30°37 in. on the 
morning of 10th, and 29°61 in. on the evening of 12th. 

Except for one or two rather cold nights the early part of the month was 
decidedly warm, as had been the last three weeks of May; but after 12th, with 
frequent winds from north-west, the weather became steadily colder ; at many places 
the 29th or 30th was the coldest day of the month, and everywhere the last week 
had a mean temperature much below the normal. Highest temperatures were in most 
districts recorded on 7th (80°-at Smeaton in East Lothian), and lowest on 3rd or 
26th (29° at West Linton on 3rd). For the chief towns the mean was 55°:4, being 
the normal; the days were 0°:3 below and the nights 0°'3 above their respective 
averages ; and the extremes were 78° at Dundee on 7th, and 34° at Perth on 2nd. 

After a prolonged spell of dry weather conditions became rather unsettled on 
3rd, but in most eastern and some southern districts aggregates for the month were 
below the normal and largely accounted for between 9th and 12th. On the other 
hand, amounts in north-west, west and south-west were largely in excess, mainly on 
account of fairly heavy falls between 7th and 10th and during the third week, and 
very heavy falls in west and south-west during a thunderstorm on 12th. The agegre- 
gate at Aberdeen represented 77 per cent. of the normal rainfall for June, Perth 
58, and Marchmont 67; but Stornoway 234, Fort William 189, Kilmarnock 233, 
and Colmonell 194 per cent. At Stornoway the month was the wettest June on 
record, but at Glasgow the total of 4:52 in. was only half of that recorded in June 
1872. The thunder rains of 12th were of extraordinary intensity, Benwhat, near 
Dalmellington, recording as much as 3:07 in. during the storm, Colmonell 2-70 in., 
and Glasgow (Observatory) 2°35 in. between 3.15 p.m. and 8 p.m. (G.M.T.). The 
mean for the chief towns was 2°85 in., or 130 per cent. of the normal. 

Winds were at times squally and of considerable force. 

During the severe thunderstorm of 12th some heavy hail fell, and cous ernie 
damage was done by lightning ; the torrential rains were followed by serious flooding 
in many districts. In Ayrshire the storm lasted for several hours, and was at its 
greatest intensity about noon ; it penetrated in a modified form to the East Coast 
in the late afternoon, but was not experienced at, e.g., Aberdeen. Thunderstorms 
of minor importance occurred at Glasgow and elsewhere on both 11th and 13th, and 
here and there on 2nd. 

There were a few very sunny days, but a good deal of cloudy weather. In most 
eastern districts sunshine aggregates were below the normal; at Glasgow rather 
above it.

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Abstract of Meteorologteal Observations. 
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REPORT. 


During the month of July 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4191 living children, of whom 2167 were male and 
2024 female. Compared with the numbers registered in the previous month, the 
male children are 28 fewer, and the female children 44 more, the total number being 
thus 16 more. Compared with the mean of the numbers for the three preceding 
months, the male children are 92 more, and the female children are 82 more, the 
total number being thus 174 more. Compared with the numbers for July 1918, the 
male children are 86 fewer, the female children 75 fewer, and the total children 161 
fewer. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°4 per thousand of the estimated 
aggregate population of these towns. This rate is 0°6 below that for the previous 
month, and.0°9 below that for July 1918, but is 0:4 above the mean of the rates for 
the three preceding months of this year. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 28°2 in Greenock, 26°9 in Coatbridge, and 24°5 in Hamilton, to 14:9 in Perth, 
16°3 in Edinburgh, and 16°9 in Kilmarnock. In Ayr it was 24:2; in Clydebank, 
24:0; in Falkirk, 23-1; in Motherwell, 22-9 ; in Glasgow, 21°5; in Paisley, 20°1 ; 
in Aberdeen, 19:0; in Kirkcaldy, 18°5; in Dundee, 18:1 ; and in Leith, 17:2. 

Of the 4191 children whose births were registered, 3819, or 91:1 per cent., were 
legitimate, and 372, or 8°9 per cent., were illegitimate. The number of legitimate 
children is the same as in the previous month, and 156 more than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, but is 119 fewer than in July 1918. The 
number of illegitimate children is 16 fewer than in the previous month, 18 more 
than the mean of the numbers for the three preceding months, and 42 fewer than in 
July 1918. The illegitimate rate is 0-4 below that for the previous month, 0°1 
above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°6 below that for 
July 1918. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 15°9 in Aberdeen, 12°2 
in Edinburgh, and 11:5 in Dundee, to 1°5 in Ayr, 2°0 in Coatbridge, and 2°4 in 
Hamilton. In Falkirk it was 100; in Glasgow, 9:0; in Leith, 7:3; in Perth, 6:5; 
in Greenock and in Kirkcaldy, 6-3; in Paisley, 5:9; in Motherwell and in Kilmar- 
nock, 3°7; and in Clydebank, 3:1. | 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 3303. They are 132 more than 
in the previous month, 930 more than the mean of the numbers for the three pre- 
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ceding months, and 877 more than in July 1918. The equivalent marriage-rate is 
16:1 per thousand, being 0°1 above that for the previous month, 4:2 above the 
mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 4°2 above that for July 1918. 
This rate is thus higher than the very high rate recorded for June, which was the 
highest marriage-rate recorded up to that time in any monthly return referring to 
those Sixteen Principal Towns. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 19:3 
in Dundee, 17°8 in Edinburgh, and 17°4 in Glasgow, to 9°9 in Falkirk, and 10:0 in 
Kilmarnock and in Ayr. In Aberdeen it was 15°8 ; in Coatbridge, 15°6; in Kirk- 
caldy, 15:4; in Motherwell, 13-7; in Hamilton, 12°7 ; in Clydebank, 12:1; in Perth 
12:0 ; in Greenock, 11°8; in Leith, 10°8; and in Paisley, 10°3. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2250, of which 
1152 were of males, and 1098 of females. These deaths include those of 270 
persons with usual residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not 
include those of 210 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual 
residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 60, falls to be deducted 
to get the corrected number, which is thus found to be 2190. This number is 106 
less than in the previous month, 505 less than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 893 less than in July 1918. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 10°7 per thousand, being 0:9 below 
that for the previous month, 2°7 below the mean of the rates for the three preceding 
months, and 4°4 below that for July 1918. In the individual towns the death-rate 
ranged from 13°9 in Ayr, 12:4 in Paisley, and 11°6 in Kilmarnock, to 8°1 in Mother- 
well, 8°9 in Hamilton, and 9°3 in Falkirk. In Kirkcaldy it was 11:3; in Leith, 
11:2; in Dundee, 11°1; in Edinburgh and in Aberdeen, 11:0; in Clydebank, 10:9 ; 
in Glasgow and in Perth, 10-4; in Greenock, 10:2; and in Coatbridge, 10-0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 309. This number is 
29 less than that for the previous month, 109 less than the mean of the numbers for 
the three preceding months, and 28 less than that for July 1918. They are equal 
to an infantile mortality rate of 78 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a rate which 
is 10 less than that for the previous month, 29 less than the mean of the rates for 
the three preceding months, and 7 less than that for July 1918. It is the lowest 
infantile mortality rate recorded for any month in these towns since J uly 1916, when 
the rate was 72. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 130 in Ayr, 105 in 
Aberdeen, and 89 in Falkirk, to 24 in Perth, 46 in Greenock, and 51 in Coatbridge. 
In Paisley it was 84; in Hamilton, 83; in Edinburgh, 82; in Glasgow, 81; in 
Dundee, 73; in Kirkcaldy, 71; in Motherwell and in Kilmarnock, 67; in 
Leith, 61 ; and in Coatbridge, 51. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 160, and included 3 from 
enteric fever, 48 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 53 from whooping-cough, 20 
from diphtheria, and 32 from the diarrhwas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
number 25 fewer than in the previous month, 119 fewer than the mean of the num- 
bers for the three preceding months, and 44 fewer than in July 1918. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 164, being 10 fewer than in the previous 
month, and 357 fewer than in July 1918. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 89, 
being 20 fewer than in the previous month, and 85 fewer than in July 1918. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 2, while in 
17 more cases it was one of two or more stated causes, the total being thus 19. 
In the previous month this total was 21, while in July 1918 it was 361, the latter 


month being what may be regarded as the starting point of the epidemic of last 
year. 
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Deaths from tuberculosis numbered 247, of which 158 were ascribed to phthisis. 
The former are 32 fewer than in the previous month, and 163 fewer than in July 
1918, The latter are 30 fewer than in the previous month, and 117 fewer than in 
July 1918. 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Hight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Warr, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


JULY 1919. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°024 in.; greater than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°124 in. 

Mean temperature, 57°:0; less by 1°:0. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 16°°4; greater by 1°°9. 

Rain, number of days, 7; less by 9 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 0°93; less by 2°04 in. 

Wind, direction of : an 8 days’ excess of winds from between N.W. and N.E. 

Hence the month was characterised by a very high mean pressure; a somewhat 
low mean temperature, with a high mean daily range; an abnormally low mean 
rainfall ; and a considerable excess of winds from a northerly quarter. 

Anticyclonic conditions were dominant, except during the first few days, on 18th, 
and on 31st, and at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from 4th to 10th, 
from 13th to 16th, on 21st, and from 23rd to 30th. The extremes at that place were 
30°25 in. on 29th, and 29°62 on 19th. As indicating the exceptionally stable 
character of pressure conditions during May to July 1919 it may be noted that in 
each of the three months the mean pressure (at Leith) was above 30 in., and that 
this has occurred only once before (in 1899) for at least 100 years. 

The cold north-westerly type of weather which had characterised the latter part 
of June continued throughout the early days of July, and the first week was un- 
usually cold for midsummer. Thereafter there were a few fairly warm days—more 
especially 10th and 25th,—but the general level of temperature was moderate, and 
around 14th the nights were very cold, with ground frost in some districts and a 
reading in screen at Balmoral as low as 29°. For the chief towns the mean was 
57°:0, or 1°°0 below the normal; the days were of average temperature, and the 
nights 1°-9 below, and the extremes were 81° at Dundee on 10th and 38° at Aber- 
deen and Perth on 14th. 

The rainfall was seriously deficient in all districts; conditions of drought were 
hardly broken except during the first few days, on night of 18th, and on 31st, when 
there were some fairly heavy falls in the west and south—as much as 1:27 in. at 
Greenock; and at many places aggregates were almost entirely accounted for on 18th 
and 31st. The trifling aggregate of 0°34 in. at Balmoral represented only 13 per 
cent. of the normal rainfall for July, Marchmont 20, Edinburgh 24, Kilmarnock 26, 
and Fort William, Glasgow and Dumfries 32 per cent. At Glasgow the month was 
the driest July since 1878, and in Berwickshire aod Morayshire the driest since 
1868, but in most districts actually smaller amounts were recorded in the very dry 
July of 1913. The cumulative rainfall for May, June and July 1919 has proved to 
be alarmingly low in all districts, and, e.g., Gordon Castle, Aberdeen, Edinburgh and 
Marchmont have had less than half the normal rainfall for the three-month period. 
The mean for the chief towns was 0:93 in., or 31 per cent. of the normal. 

Towards the end of the month the wind was at times squally. 

There was a remarkable absence of thunderstorms, though thunder was 
reported in isolated districts on 11th, 15th and 17th, and at Fort William on 31st. 

Much fog occurred in Orkney, where sunshine was deficient. Elsewhere gener- 
ally amounts were rather above the normal, and at Glasgow the month was the 
sunniest July on record.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 
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RHPORT. 


During the month of August 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4133 living children, of whom 2097 were male and 
2036 female. Compared with the numbers registered in the previous month, the 
male children are 70 fewer, the female children 12 more, and the total number 58 
fewer. Compared with the mean of the numbers for the three preceding months, 
the male children are 51 fewer, the female children are 22 more, and the total 
29 fewer. Compared with the numbers for August 1918, the male children are 86 
more, the female children 146 more, and the total 232 more. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 20°] per thousand, which is 0°3 less than that of the previous 
month, and 0-4 less than the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, but 
is 1:0 more than that for August of last year. In the individual towns this rate 
ranged from 36°9 in Hamilton, 30°7 in Motherwell, and 28:0 in Coatbridge, to 11:4 
in Perth, 15:1 in Dundee, and 16°8 in Edinburgh. In Ayr it was 23°5; in 
Greenock, 22°3 ; in Clydebank, 21°3; in Glasgow, 21:2; in Leith, 201; in Paisley, 
19-7 ; in Kilmarnock, 19°7 ; in Falkirk, 19°2 ; in Kirkcaldy, 18:5; and in Aberdeen, 
ard, 

Of the 4133 children whose births were registered, 3736, or 90°4 per cent., were 
legitimate, and 397, or 9°6 per cent., were illegitimate. The legitimate children of 
the month are 83 fewer than in the previous month, and 55 fewer than the mean of 
the numbers of the three preceding months, but are 217 more than in the 
corresponding month of last year. The illegitimate children number 25 more than 
in the previous month, 26 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months, and 15 more than in August 1918. The illegitimate rate is 0°7 more than 
that of the previous month, and 0:7 more than the mean of the rates of the three 
preceding months, but is 0°2 less than that of August of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate ranged from 22°9 in Perth, 17°5 in Edinburgh, and 15-0 
in-Dundee, to 0°0 in Clydebank, 2:8 in Coatbridge, and 3°0 in Ayr. In Paisley 
it was 12°7; in Aberdeen, 10:2; in Glasgow, 8:7; in Hamilton, 8:0; in Greenock, 
7°9; in Kilmarnock, 6°3; in Leith, 6:2; in Motherwell, 5°5; in Kirkcaldy, 4:7; and 
in Falkirk, 3°4. : 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1946. They are 1357 less than 
in the previous month, and 694 less than the mean of the numbers for the three 

_preceding months, but are 346. more than in the corresponding month of last year.

The equivalent annual marriage-rate 1s 9-5 per thousand, being 6°6 less than that of 
the previous month, and 3°5 less than the mean of the rates of the three preceding 
months, but 1:7 more than that for August of last year. In the individual towns 
this rate ranged from 14:0 in Perth, 13:1 in Edinburgh, and 12:1 in Aberdeen and in 
Ayr, to 1:5 in Clydebank, 4'0 in Coatbridge, and 4°1 in Hamilton. In Paisley it was 
11:4; in Kilmarnock, 10-7; in Glasgow, 9°1; in Dundee, 9:1; in Leith, 8:3; in 
Kirkcaldy, 6°7; in Falkirk, 6°6 ; in Greenock, 6°0 ; and in Motherwell, 4:2. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2079, of which 
1096 were of males, and 983 of females. These deaths include those of 224 persons 
with usual residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include 
those of 180 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence 
in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 44, falls to be deducted to get the 
corrected number for the month, which is thus found to be 2035. This number is 
155 less than in the previous month, 345 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
three preceding months, and 71 less than in August of last year. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 9°9 per thousand, being 0°8 less than 
that for the previous month, 1°8 iess than the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months, and 0°4 less than that for August 1918. In the individual towns 
the death-rate ranged from 12°1 in Hamilton, 11:0 in Kirkcaldy, and 10°8 in 
Coatbridge, to 6°6 in Falkirk, 8-2 in Kilmarnock, and 8:4 in Leith. In Edinburgh 
it was 10°5; in Glasgow, 10°4; in Greenock, 10°3; in Perth, 10:1; in Ayr, 9°6; 
in Motherwell, 9°5; in Dundee, 8°9; in Paisley, 8°8; in Clydebank, 8°7; and in 
Aberdeen, 8°6. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 350. This number is 
41 more than in the previous month, but 5 fewer than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 3 fewer than in August of last year. They are equal to an 
infantile mortality rate of 88 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a rate which is 10 more 
than that for the previous month, but 3 less than the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, and | less than that for August of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate ranged from 135 in Kilmarnock, 126 in Hamilton, and 
122 in Coatbridge, to 18 in Falkirk, 21 in Clydebank, and 38 in Leith. In Ayr this 
rate was 111; in Glasgow, 99; in Perth, 98; in Paisley, 91; in Edinburgh, 90; in 
Kirkcaldy, 88; in Dundee, 73; in Motherwell 65; in Aberdeen, 63; and in 
Greenock, 52. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 187, and included 5 from 
enteric fever, 23 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 21 from whooping-cough, 26 
from diphtheria, and 104 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
number 27 more than in the previous month, but are 23 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 32 fewer than in August of last year. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 110, being 54 fewer than in the previous 
month, and 63 fewer than in the corresponding month of last year. Deaths from 
bronchitis numbered 73, being 16 fewer than in the previous month, and 11 fewer 
than in August of last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 3, while in 
7 other cases it was one of two or more stated causes, the total being thus 10. 
In the previous month this total was 19, and in the corresponding month of last 
year it was 99. 

Deaths from tuberculosis numbered 211, of which 134 were ascribed to phthisis. 
The former are 36 fewer than in the previous month, and 70 fewer than in August 


1918. The latter are 24 fewer than in the previous month, and 44 fewer than in 
August 1918.

AUGUST 1919. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°873 in.; greater than the average of 1881~1915 
by 0°014 in. 

Mean temperature, 57°°6; greater by 0°'3. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°:4; greater by 0°°4. 

Rain, number of days, 16; less by 2 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°27; less by 1°35 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 9 days’ excess of winds between S.W. and N.W. 

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure; a slightly 
high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; a low mean rain- 
fall ; and a very large excess of winds from a westerly quarter. 

During the first two weeks or so anticyclonic conditions were more or less in 
evidence, but thereafter a definitely cyclonic type of weather became established, 
with a rapid fall of the barometer on 25th—26th and very unsettled conditions 
during the last week of the month. ‘The mean pressure, though slightly above the 
normal, was much lower than that of each of the three preceding months. At 
Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from 7th to 12th, and on 14th, 15th, 
17th and 24th, the extremes at that place being 30°18 in. on 11th, and 29°03 in. 
on 26th. 

Temperature was at first moderate, but between 4th and 17th there were some 
very warm days—as high as 83° at Crathes on 12th—and from 11th to 13th the 
nights were unusually warm. The last week of the month was very cold, with a 
mean temperature in some districts as much as 10° below that of the week ending 
16th. The coldest night was very widely that of 27th-28th (32° at Hskdalemuir), 
but towards the north that of 24th-25th (29° at Balmoral). For the chief towns 
the mean was 57°'6, or 0°°3 above the normal; the days were 0°'5 and the nights 
0°:1 above their respective averages; and the extremes were 80° at Dundee on 10th 
and 36° at Perth on 28th. 

During the first few days conditions were rather unsettled in west and north, 
and on 12th and 13th there were some fairly general rains. Some eastern and 
inland districts, however, had no rain of importance until 17th, when moderate to 
heavy falls were widely experienced except in north-east. On 21st Poltalloch had 
fully 1 in., and around that date conditions were again unsettled, whilst on 25th 
various places, such as Rothesay and Dundee, had more than 1 in., and on 26th 
some northern districts falls of great intensity,—no less than 3°85 in. at Kirkwall 
and 3°80 in. at Tongue. The month closed with an unstable type of weather. In 
Orkney aggregates were considerably more than twice the normal, and the month 
proved the wettest August on record for at least 80 years, though it was all but equalled 
in wetness in 1861. Except in northern districts aggregates were more or less below 
the normal, Edinburgh having only about half the normal and Braemar and Perth 
less than half. The mean for the chief towns was 2°27 in., or 63 per cent. of the 
normal. 

During the latter half of the month winds were often strong and squally, reach- 
ing gale force at places on 17th and 18th, and on 26th. 

A thunderstorm occurred at various points on 16th and here and there on 20th 
or 21st. As in July, none was experienced in Edinburgh. 

Sunshine amounts were much above the normal in more southerly districts, and 
at Edinburgh the month was the sunniest August for at least thirty years.

REPORT. 


During the month of September 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4570 living children, of whom 2378 were 
male and 2192 were female. The male children of the month number 281 more 
than those of the previous month, and 472 more than those of September of last 
year. The female children number 156 more than those of the previous month, and 
372 more than those of September of last year. The total children of the month 
number 437 more than in the previous month, 404 more than the mean of the 
numbers of the three preceding months, and 844 more than in September of last 
year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 23-0 per thousand of the estimated aggre- 
gate population of these sixteen towns, which rate is 2‘9 more than that of the previous 
month, 2°5 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 4:2 
more than that of September of last year. It is higher than the birth-rate of all 
months since August 1916. In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate varied 
from 32°9 in Hamilton, 29°7 in Coatbridge, and 29:1 in Motherwell, to 14:4 in 
Perth, 19°3 in Edinburgh, 21:1 in Dundee, and 21:7 in Aberdeen. In Greenock 
this rate was 27°3 ; in Clydebank, 25°6; in Kilmarnock, 25°3; in Glasgow, 23°6; in 
Kirkcaldy, 23:6 ; in Falkirk, 23°2; in Leith, 22:9; in Ayr, 22°5; and in Paisley, 
22°3. 

Of the 4570 children whose births were registered during the month, 4186, or 
91°6 per cent., were legitimate, while 384, or 8:4 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month are 450 more than registered in the previous month, 
406 more than the mean of the numbers registered in the three preceding months, 
and 797 more than registered in September of last year. The illegitimate children 
are 13 fewer than in the previous month, and 2 fewer than the mean of the numbers 
of the three preceding months, but are 47 more than in September of last year. 
The illegitimate rate is 12 less than that of the previous month, 0-9 less than the 
mean of those of the three preceding months, and 0°6 less than that of September 
of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 14°3 in Dundee, and 
13°3 in Edinburgh, to 20 in Motherwell, 3:0 in Clydebank, and 3:9 in Greenock, 
In Falkirk this rate was 8°8; in Aberdeen, 8:7; in Glasgow, 8°4; in Ayr, 8°2; in 
Coatbridge, 6°4; in Kirkcaldy, 5°1 ; in Kilmarnock, 5:1; in Paisley, 49; in Perth, 
4-7; in Hamilton, 4°6; and in Leith, 4:4, | 
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recistered in these towns during the month numbered 2459. This 
Ley ete than that of the previous month, and 494 more than that of 
September of last year, but is 348 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months. ‘The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 12°4 per thousand, being 2°9 more 
than that of the previous month, and 2°5 more than that of September of last year, 
but 1:5 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 16°6 in Ayr, 16:3 in Edinburgh, 14°8 in Aberdeen, and 
13-0 in Glasgow, to 3°8 in Coatbridge, 5°9 in Clydebank, 7:2 in Paisley, and 7°9 in 
Hamilton. In Kilmarnock this rate was 12°3 ; in Greenock, 11°3 ; in Falkirk, 10°9 ; 
in Dundee, 10-4; in Perth, 10:1; in Motherwell, 9:2; in Kirkcaldy, 8°7; and in 
Say registered in these sixteen towns numbered 2273, 1184 being of males 
and 1089 of females. ‘These deaths include those of 244 persons with usual residence 
outwith the town of registration, but exclude those of 187 persons with usual 
residence in one or other of these towns, but whose deaths were registered elsewhere 
in Scotland, and the difference, 57, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number 
for the month, which is thus found to be 2216. The corrected number is 181 more 
than in the previous month, and 42 more than the mean of those of the three preced- 
ing months, but is 45 less than that of September of last year. 

The death-rate of the month, corrected, was 11°2 per thousand. It is 1°3 more 
than that of the previous month, and 0°5 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 0:2 less than that of September of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly death-rate ranged from 16°5 in Greenock, 15°5 in Ayr, 
13-4 in Hamilton, and 12-7 in Dundee and in Perth, to 7:2 in Paisley, 7°4 in Clyde- 
bank, 9°2 in Falkirk, and 9°8 in Coatbridge. In Leith this rate was Tieiin 
Aberdeen, 11°3; in Kilmarnock, 11°3; in Edinburgh, 11:0; in Glasgow, 10°9; in 
Kirkcaldy, 10°5 ; and in Motherwell, 10-4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 443. This number is 
93 more than that of the previous month, 111 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 86 more than that of September of last year. These 
deaths equal an infantile mortality rate of 113 per thousand of the average number 
of births registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a 
rate which is 25 more than that of the previous month, 28 more than the mean of 
those of the three preceding months, and 21 more than that of September of last 
year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 150 in Kilmarnock, 143 in 
Greenock, 127 in Falkirk, and 126 in Aberdeen, to 50 in Paisley, 52 in Coatbridge, 
and 65 in Clydebank. In Kirkcaldy this rate was 123; in Glasgow, 122; in 
Hamilton, 115; in Motherwell, 114; in Ayr, 113; in Leith, 108; in Dundee, 106; 
in Perth, 98; and in Edinburgh, 95. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 2135, and included 5 from 
enteric fever, 18 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 21 from whooping-cough, 24 
from diphtheria, and 134 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
number 26 more than in the previous month, 36 more than the mean of the numbers 
of the preceding three months, and 13 more than in September of last year. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 152, and from bronchitis 81. The former 
are 42 more than in the previous month, and 3 more than the mean of the numbers 
of the three preceding months, but are 110 less than in September of last year. The 
latter are 8 more than in the previous month, but 9 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the three preceding months, and 30 less than that of September of last 
year. 

The deaths of the month include one of which influenza was the only named 
cause, and 7 of which influenza was one of two or more named causes, the total 
deaths from influenza numbering 8. In August this total was 10, and in September 
of last year it was 116. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 215, of which 132 were ascribed to 
phthisis. The former number is 4 more than in the previous month, but 20 less 
than in September of last year. The latter number is 2 less than in the previous 
month, and 25 less than in September of iast year.

Hence the month was characterised by a somewhat low mean pressure ; a slightly 
low mean temperature, with a mean daily range practically equal to the normal ; 
a mean rainfall all but equal to the normal; and an excess of southerly and south- 
westerly winds. | 

Pressure conditions were more often of an unstable than of a stable type, and 
were very disturbed around 18th and on some later days. The mean pressure was 
somewhat below the normal; for the four months May—August it had been above. 
At Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from 7th to 10th, from 12th to 
17th, and on 28th, the extremes at that place being 30°40 in. on 15th, and 29°17 in. 
on 22nd. ; 

Generally speaking temperature was above the normal during the earlier part of 
the month (76° at Crathes on 10th), and below it during the second half with 
ground frost at times. There were some extremely rapid fluctuations; at Leith 
the highest reading on 10th was 71° but on 12th only 50°; and on 19th, with 
northerly or north-westerly winds, there was an unusually sharp fall of temperature, 
a maximum of 47° at Aberdeen comparing with one of 67° for the preceding day. 
The 28th was also very cold, with minimum readings at West Linton of 24° in 
screen and 18° on a thermometer exposed on the grass. For the chief towns the 
mean was 53°'1, or 0°°7 below the normal; the days were 0°'6 and the nights 0°-7 
below their respective averages ; and the extremes were 73° at Aberdeen on 10th and 
28° at Perth on 28th. 

Moderate to fairly heavy rains occurred widely on Ist and 4th, and in north-west 
on other days until 10th; and on I1th and 12th, with an easterly wind, there were 
considerable falls in the Lothians and some southern districts. After a brief fine 
spell conditions became almost continuously unsettled towards the north, with rain 
on every day at many places from 16th or 17th onwards,—fully 1 in. at Balmoral on 
20th, at Gordon Castle on 22nd, and at Glenquoich 1°60 in. on 24th, followed by 2°65 
in. on 25th. Elsewhere there were in a few districts no rains of much importance after 
12th, though in many there were fairly heavy falls around 24th and on 29th. In 
north and north-west aggregates were in general above the normal, and at Edinburgh 
and in some western and southern districts there was a moderate excess. On the 
other hand there was very decided shortage in Forfarshire, Perthshire and in 
Berwickshire. The mean for the chief towns was 2°52 in., or 96 per cent. of the 
normal. 

Winds were often strong and squally, with gales locally at times. On 19th con- 
ditions were quite wintry with snow and hail in upland districts. 

A thunderstorm of some severity occurred at some points on 12th. 

Sunshine amounts were in general above the normal, and at Aberdeen a sunnier 
September has been recorded only in 1906 and 1907. 

Aurora of greater or less intensity was witnessed at Aberdeen on as many as 10 
days. Displays on 19th or 20th were fairly widely observed.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 
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REPORT. 


During the month of October 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5851 living children, of whom 2940 were 
male and 2911 female. The number of male children of the month is 562 more 
than that of the previous month, 726 more than the mean of the numbers of 
the three preceding months, and 762 more than that of October of last year. 
The number of female children is 719 more than that of the previous month, 827 
more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 748 more than that 
of October of last year. The total number of children registered is 1281 more than 
in the previous month, 1553 more than the mean of the numbers of the three 
preceding months, and 1510 more than in October of* last year. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 28:5 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of 
these towns, a rate which is 5°5 more than that of the previous month, 7°3 more than 
the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 7:2 more than that of 
October of last year. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 39°6 in Hamil- 
ton, 37°3 in Greenock, 35°6 in Coatbridge, and 35:5 in Motherwell, to 21:4 in 
Perth, 22°9 in Edinburgh, and 25:1 in Paisley. In Kilmarnock this rate was 32:3 ; 
in Kirkcaldy, 31°3 ; in Glasgow, 29°8; in Clydebank, 29:2; in Aberdeen, 28°3; in 
Ayr, 27:4; in Dundee, 25:5; in Falkirk, 25:4; and in Leith, 25:3. 

Of the 5851 children whose births were registered during the month, 5415, or 
92°5 per cent., were legitimate, while 436, or 7:5 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children number 1229 more than in the previous month, 1501 more than 
the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, and 1471 more than in 
October of last year. The illegitimate children of the month number 52 more than 
in the previous month, 52 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months, and 39 more than in October of last year. The illegitimate rate of the 
month is 0°9 less than that of the previous month, 1-5 less than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, and 1°6 less than that of October of last year. In 
the individual towns the illegitimate rate of the month varied from 13-6 per cent. 
in Perth, 10°7 in Dundee, 10°4 in Edinburgh, and 9:7 in Aberdeen, to 2°7 in Leith, 
3°7 in Coatbridge, 3-7 in Hamilton, and 3°9 in Kilmarnock. In Ayr this rate was 
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78; in Glasgow, 7:1; in Paisley, 68; in Kirkealdy, 65; in Falkirk, 6°5; in 
Motherwell, 6:3; in Greenock. 5:5; and in Clydebank, 5:1. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2116. They are 343 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 453 less than the mean of the numbers of the three 
preceding months, but 205 more than in October of last year. The monthly marriage- 
rate is 10°3 per thousand. It is 2°1 less than in the previous month, 2°4 less than 
the mean of those of the three preceding months, but 0°9 more than in October 
of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 13:0 in Edinburgh, 11:5 
in Glasgow, and 11:0 in Ayr, to 4°6 in Falkirk, 4:7 in Motherwell, 5:1 in Paisley, 
and 5‘D in Leith. In Dundee this rate was 10°6; in Aberdeen, 10:3 ; in Greenock, 
9-4; in Perth, 81; in Kilmarnock, 7°8; in Kirkcaldy, 6°7; in Clydebank, 6°7 ; in 
Coatbridge, 6°1; and in Hamilton, 5°6. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2426, 1254 being of 
males and 1172 of females. These deaths include those of 276 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but exclude those of 186 persons who, 
though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these 
towns, and the difference, 90, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for 
the month, which is thus found to be 2336. The corrected number is 120 more than 
that of the previous month, and 189 more than the mean of those of the three preced- 
ing months, but is 3304 less than that of October of last year, a month when influenza 
was prevalent in the country. 

The death-rate of the month, corrected, in the individual towns ranged from 13:0 
in Edinburgh, 12°6 in Dundee and in Aberdeen, and 12:5 in Leith, to 7°T in Hamil- 
ton, 8'l in Motherwell, 8°4 in Clydebank, and 8-9 in Falkirk. In Greenock this rate 
was 12°4; in Coatbridge, 12°4; in Kilmarnock, 11°3; in Glasgow, 11:0; in Kirk- 
caldy, 10-4; in Paisley, 10°3 ; in Ayr, 9°6; and in Perth, 9:4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 385. This number is 
58 less than that of the previous month, and 171 less than that of October of last 
year, but is 18 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months. These 
deaths equal an infantile mortality rate of 92 per thousand of the average number 
of births registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, a rate which is 
21 less than that of the previous month, | less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 46 less than that of October of last year. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 140 in Dundee, 132 in Aberdeen, 115 in Coatbridge, 
and 104 in Edinburgh, to 36 in Ayr, 43 in Hamilton, and 47 in Perth. In Leith 
this rate was 94; in Kilmarnock, 92; in Glasgow, 88; in Paisley, 87; in Falkirk, 
86; in Kirkcaldy, 79; in Motherwell, 74; in Clydebank, 61; and in Greenock, 56. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 156, and included 6 from 
enteric fever, 18 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 14 from whooping-cough, 43 
from diphtheria, and 57 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
number 57 less than in the previous month, 31 less than the mean of the numbers 
of the three preceding months, and 42 less than in October of last year. 


Deaths from pneumonia numbered 171, and from bronchitis 110. The former 
are 19 more than in the previous month, and 29 more than the mean of the numbers 
of the three preceding months, but 2246 less than in October of last year. The 
latter are 29 more than in the previous month, and the same amount more than 


the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, but 274 fewer than in 
October of last year. 


Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered only 1, but there 
were 13 of which influenza was named as a contributory cause, the monthly total 
being 14. In September this total was 8; in August, 10; and in July, 19. In 
October of last year it was 2001. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 220, 165 of them being 
ascribed to phthisis. The former are 5 more than in the previous month, but are 
4 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, and 129 fewer 
than in October of last year. The latter number is 33 more than that of the 


previous month, and 24 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
but is 98 less than that of October of iast year.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Hight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Watt, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


OCTOBER 1919. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°145 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
'0°297 in. 

Mean temperature, 46°°8 ; less by 0°°7. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 11°:1; less by 0°°6. 

Rain, number of days, 11; less by 7 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°57; less by 1°73 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 7 days’ excess of winds from between N.E. and N.W, 

Hence the month was characterised by an abnormally high mean pressure; a 
slightly low mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; an abnormally 
low mean rainfall; and a considerable excess of winds from a northerly quarter. 

The mean pressure of the month (30°145 in.) was not only unprecedentedly high, 
but considerably above the highest previously recorded in October during the last 
sixty years (30 in. in 1908). There was a rapid recovery from a rather low level at 
the beginning of the month, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. 
from 3rd to 11th, from 16th to 22nd, and from 24th to 31st, the extremes at that 
place being 30°61 in. on 7th and 29°37 in. on 13th. Conditions were very unsettled 
around 12th, and on 23rd a long shallow ‘‘ V-shaped depression ” extended from the 
coast of Norway to the south-west of Ireland. 

Rather warm days were experienced from 5th to 8th, especially towards north- 
east (73° at Gordon Castle on 5th), and low, or rather low, temperatures during the 
next ten days or so were followed by a brief return of mild conditions. The last 
week of the month was everywhere cold, with easterly to north-easterly winds. 
Lowest readings occurred generally around 14th or on 28th, but at Braemar (20°) on 
night of 6th-7th. Ground frost was frequent, perhaps more especially in southern 
districts. For the chief towns the mean was 46°°8, or 0°°7 below the normal ; the 
days were 1°-0 and the nights 0°-4 below their respective averages; and the 
extremes were 66° at Dundee on 5th, and 29° at Perth on 14th and 29th. 

There was some rain on Ist, but thereafter none of much importance until around 
12th except in north-eastern districts, where conditions were unsettled from 9th to 
15th. After a rainless spell rather heavy rains were general on 22nd and in many 
places on 23rd also, followed by a return of dry weather in west and south. In 
eastern and northern districts, on the other hand, the last few days were decidedly 
wet. Aggregates were above the normal in the Moray Firth area, and approached it 
at points along the fringe of the east coast and in the Border Counties. In general, 
however, there was a large to abnormally large deficiency ; considerable areas had 
only one-third or less of the normal; and Crieff and Paisley hardly one-fifth. In 
South Ayrshire the month was the driest October for at least forty years, and in the 
Glasgow area a drier October has been experienced during the last sixty years only 
in 1880. Nearly everywhere there were many rainless days, and at many places 
more than two-thirds of the month’s aggregate was accounted for on 22nd and 23rd. 
The mean of the chief towns was 1°57 in., or 48 per cent. of the normal. 

During the last few days the weather was squally along the east coast, with a 
thunderstorm of local severity in Aberdeenshire on 26th. 

The distribution of sunshine varied greatly, Glasgow (99 hours) having a large 
excess, and Edinburgh (77 hours) a decided deficiency. 

A brilliant auroral display was widely observed throughout our Islands on night 
of 1st-2nd, and minor displays at Aberdeen on as many as seven other days.

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Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


During the month of November 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5477 living children, of whom 2768 were 
male and 2709 were female. The number of male children is 172 less 
than in the previous month, but 889 more than in November of last year. 
The number of female children is 202 less than in the previous month, but 803 
more than in November of last year. The total children of the month are 
374 fewer than in the previous month, but their number is 626 more than 
the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 1692 more than that of 
November of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 27°6 per thousand 
of the estimated aggregate population of these towns. It is 0°9 less than that of 
the previous month, but is 3°7 more than the mean of the rates of the three preceding 
months, and 8:5 more than that of November of last year. In the~ individual 
towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 36°3 in Hamilton, 33:4 in Greenock, 
31:7 in Coatbridge, and 31°2 in Motherwell, to 22°1 in Perth, 23:2 in Ayr, and 
24°2 in Edinburgh. In Clydebank this rate was 30°7; in Falkirk, 29:0; in Aber- 
deen, 28°3; in Dundee, 28-0; in Kilmarnock, 27:9; in Paisley, 27:7 ; in Glasgow, 
27°6; in Leith, 27:3; and in Kirkcaldy, 26°3. 

Of the 5477 children whose births were registered during the month, 5068, or 
92°5 per cent., were legitimate, while 409, or 7:5 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month number 347 less than in the previous month, 623 
more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, and 1631 
more than in November of last year, The illegitimate children of the month 
number 27 less than in the previous month, but 3 more than the mean of the num- 
bers of the three preceding months, and 61 more than in November of last year. 
The illegitimate rate of the month is the same as in the previous month, but is 
1:0 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 1-7 less than that 
of November of last year. In the individual towns the illegitimate rate varied 
from 12:0 per cent. in Aberdeen, 9°3 in Motherwell, 9°0 in Edinburgh, and 8-4 in 
Dundee, to 3°3 in Clydebank, and 3°4 in Paisley. In Perth this rate was 7:6; in

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1865. This 
number is 251 less than that of the previous month, and 309 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding three months, but,is 395 more than that of November of last 
year. The monthly marriage-rate was 9-4 per thousand, which is 0°9 less than that 
of the previous month, and 1°3 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months, but is 2:0 more than that of November of last year. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 12-3 in Aberdeen, 10-9 in Edinburgh, 9°9 in Glasgow 
and in Falkirk, to 3°8 in Clydebank, 4°9 in Hamilton, and 5:2 in Motherwell. In 
Perth this rate was 8°7; in Greenock, 8°5; in Dundee, 8°4; in Ayr, 81; in Kil- 
marnock, 7°8; in Leith, 76; in Paisley, 75; in Coatbridge, 6°3; and in Kirk- 
caldy, 6°3. 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 2875, 1457 being of males and 1418 
of females. These deaths include those of 245 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 172 residents dying ‘elsewhere in 
Scotland, and the difference, 73, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number, 
which is thus found to be 2802. The corrected number is 466 more than that of 
October, and 606 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, 
but is 2108 less than the number in November of last year, a month when influenza 
was prevalent. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, was 14:1. It is 2°7 more than that of the 
previous month, and 3°3 more than the mean of those of the three preceeding 
months, but is 10°7 less than that of November of last year. In the individual towns 
the monthly death-rate, corrected, varied from 16°9 in Greenock, 16-0 in Leith, and 
15:9 in Dundee, to 9°8 in Motherwell, 10°1 in Hamilton, and 10°5 in Clydebank. 
In Glasgow this rate was 14°4; in Kirkcaldy, 14°4; in Aberdeen, 14°3; in Perth, 
14:1; in Paisley, 13°9; in Ayr, 13°6; in Coatbridge, 13°4; in Edinburgh, 13:2; 
in Falkirk, 12:3; and in Kilmarnock, 12:0. 

’ Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 479. This number 
equals an infantile mortality rate of 114 per thousand of the monthly average 
number of births registered in the preceding twelve months. These deaths are 94 
more than in the previous month, and 86 more than the mean of the numbers of the 
three preceding months, but are 61 less than in November of last year. This rate 
is 22 more than that of the previous month, 16 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, but 24 less than that of November of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate varied from 187 in Dundee, 148 in Aberdeen, 138 in 
Leith, and 134 in Clydebank, to 53 in Hamilton, 62 in Kilmarnock, and 73 in 
Paisley. In Greenock it was 124; in Glasgow, 114; in Falkirk, 103; in Edinburgh, 
97; in Perth, 93; in Ayr, 91; in Coatbridge, 88; in Kirkcaldy, 78; and in 
Motherwell, 74. 

Deaths due to the principal epidemic diseases numbered 191, and included 4 from 
enteric fever, 62 from measles, 24 from scarlet fever, 11 from whooping-cough, 40 
from diphtheria, and 50 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
number 35 more than in the previous month, and 34 more than in November of last 
year. 


Deaths from pneumonia numbered 244, and those from bronchitis numbered 
259. The former are 73 more than in the previous month, but 1550 less than in 
November of last year. The latter are 149 more thanin the previous month, but 
172 less than in November of last year. 


Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 6, and those of 
which influenza was one of two or more named causes, 17, the monthly total 
being 23. In the previous month this total was 14, and in November of last year 
it was 1602. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 228, 168 of them being 
ascribed to phthisis. The former are 8 more than in the previous month, but 142 


fewer than in November of last year. The latter are 3 more than in the previous 
month, but 119 fewer than in November of last year. 
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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Warr, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


NOVEMBER 1919. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°752 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0:069 in.

Hence the month was characterised by a rather low mean pressure ; an abnor- 
mally low mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a very high 
mean rainfall; and a large excess of northerly winds. 

Conditions during the greater part of the month were dominated by a high- 
pressure system over the Icelandic region, with various primary or secondary 
depressions crossing our Islands. The mean pressure was rather below the normal, 
and nearly 0:4 in. below the very high mean for October. At Leith, at sea-level, 
pressure was above 30 in. from Ist to 3rd, on 10th, and from 14th to 16th, ‘the 
extremes at that place being 30°55 in. on st, and 29° 11 in. on 25th. 

Except for brief spells of mild weather from 17th to 19th and around 23rd, 
the weather was of a very wintry character, with cold of quite abnormal intensity 
between 11th and 16th. The month indeed was decidedly colder than an average 
January, and judged by its mean temperature it was the coldest November 
experienced in Scotland during the last fifty years, —approached only by November 
1915 and November 1910. Some remarkably low minimum readings occurred on 
night of 13th-14th, when Braemar recorded 10° below zero F., Perth 7° below, 
Balmoral and West Linton 6° below, and Kettins 3° below. The previous ‘“‘ record ” 
for November was 0° (in 1904 and 1912), and a reading as low or lower than — 10°F. 
has been recorded in Scotland at any time in winter during the last fifty years only 
in January 1881, in February 1892, in February 1895, and in January 1910. For 
the chief towns the mean was 36°:2, or 6°°1 below the normal ; the days were 6°°6 
and the nights 5°7 below their respective averages ; and the extremes were 56° at 
Perth on 23rd, and — 7°, also at Perth, on 14th. 

With winds largely from an easterly or north-easterly quarter, the precipitation 
for the month threw eastern districts and the west and south of Scotland into strik- 
ing contrast. In west aggregates generally either differed little from the normal or 
were slightly deficient, and in south-west and south there was a decided shortage. 
In east, on the other hand, and for some distance inland, there was a decided excess 
which was very pronounced towards the south-east. Thws the Forth area had more 
than twice the normal, and in Berwickshire so heavy a November “rainfall” has not 
been experienced since 1888. In east rain or snow fell on every day from Ist to 
12th, with an aggregate of fully 2 in. at Crathes for 7th and 8th; during the two 
brief mild spells there were some heavy rains, fully 1 in. at Fort William on 17th 
and at Glasgow on 18th, and 1°75 in. at Kirkcaldy on 23rd; and on 30th there 
were fairly heavy falls towards north-west. The mean for the chief towns was 4°84 
in., or 144 per cent. of the normal. 

After moderate snowfalls in various districts from 8th to 11th, a severe snow- 
storm became general on 12th, with further falls in some districts on 13th. The 
storm appears to have been most severe in north-east and east, with a level fall of 
snow at Balmoral of 17 in., and at Edinburgh of 6-8 in. In general the snow 
quickly disappeared with the rains of 17th, but at e.g. Balmoral there was snow on 
the ground continuously from 8th to 30th. There were some further falls of snow 
around 20th and towards the end of the month. 

Wind force was high on 9th and 23rd, and between 14th and 16th dense fog 
occurred in the Clyde area and elsewhere. 

Between 18th and 20th there were thunderstorms in some widely scattered 
districts, with very heavy hail in Mull on 19th. 

Sunshine was slightly above the normal, except towards south-east. 

Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 16th, and in Orkney on 16th, 17th, 20th 
and 21st.

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REPORT. 


During the month of December 1919 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 6492 living children, of whom 3306 were 
male and 3186 were female. The number of male children registered is 538 more 
than in the previous month, 611 more than the mean of the numbers of the three 


‘preceding months, and 1355 more than in December of 1918. The female children 


of the month are 477 more than those of the previous month, 582 more than the 
mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, and 1318 more than those 
of December 1918. The total number of children registered is 1015 more than that of 
the previous month, 1193 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
and 2673 more than that of December 1918 ; it is the largest number of children 
registered in these sixteen towns in any month since January 1912, at which date 
these sixteen towns were first dealt with collectively in these reports. During war-time 
the monthly number of births in these towns fell as low as 3214 ; this happened in 
February 1919, and compared with it the number of this month is fully 100 per 
cent. more. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 31°6 per thousand of the estimated 
ageregate population of these towns. This rate is 4:0 more than that of the previous 
month, 5°2 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 12°9 more 
than that of December 1918. It, like the number of births, is higher than in all 
months since January 1912. In the towns taken individually the monthly birth-rate 
varied from 39:4 in Greenock, 37°8 in Coatbridge, 36°3 in Hamilton and in Ayr, and 
35-7 in Motherwell, to 26°3 in Edinburgh, 27:1 in Falkirk, and 27-3 in Perth. In 
Aberdeen this rate was 33°9; in Kirkcaldy, 33°3 ; in Kilmarnock, 32:0; in Glasgow, 
31:9; in Clydebank, 31°7 ; in Leith, 31:5; in Paisley, 31°4; and in Dundee, 31:2. 
Of the 6492 children whose births were registered during the year, 6016, or 
92-7 per cent., were legitimate, while 476, or 7:3 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
illegitimate children of the month are 67 more than those of the previous month, 66 
more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months, and 100 more 
than in December 1918, The illegitimate rate is 0°2 less than that of the previous 
month, 0°5 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 2°5 less 
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than that of December 1918. In the towns taken individually the illegitimate rate 
of the month varied from 18°2 per cent. in Aberdeen, 9°8 in Falkirk, 9°5 in Perth, 
and 9°3 in Edinburgh, to 3°1 in Clydebank, 3°7 in Greenock, and 3°9 in Motherwell. 
In Dundee this rate was 8°3 per cent.; in Hamilton, 7°3; in Kilmarnock, 6°9 ; In 
Glasgow, 6:1; in Kirkcaldy, 5:2; in Paisley, 5:0; in Coatbridge and in Ayr, 4°9; 
and in Leith, 4°8. ' . 

Marriages registered numbered 2828. This number is 963 more than in the 
previous month, 681 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months, and 699 more than in December 1918. The equivalent annual marriage-rate 
is 13-8 per thousand. Itis 4°4 more than that of the previous month, 3:1 more than 
the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 3:4 more than that of Decem- 
ber 1918. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied from 20:0 in 
Aberdeen, 16°5 in Perth, and 15-9 in Edinburgh and in Leith, to 6:7 in Motherwell, 
7:6 in Falkirk, and 8°6 in Hamilton. In Dundee this rate was 14°4; in Ayr, 14:3 ; 
in Clydebank, 14:1; in Glasgow, 13°3; in Kilmarnock, 11°9; in Greenock, 11°1; 
in Coatbridge, 10°8; in Kirkcaldy, 10°1; and in Paisley, 10°0. 

“Deaths registered in these towns numbered 3165, 1582 being of males and 1583 
of females. ‘These deaths include those of 283 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 169 persons, who, though dying else- 
where in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of them, and to obtain the 
corrected number the difference, 114, falls to be deducted. The corrected number, 
3051, is 249 more than that of the previous month, and 600 more than the mean of 
those of the three preceding months, but is 431 less than that of December 1918. 

The equivalent annual death-rate, corrected, is 14°9 per thousand. It is 0°8 more 
than that of the previous month, and 2°7 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 2°1 less than that of December 1918. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate, corrected, varied from 18-9 in Greenock, 18°5 in Perth, 
and 18:2 in Coatbridge, to 11°6 in Kilmarnock, 12:4 in Hamilton, 12-7 in Paisley, 
12°8 in Motherwell, and 12‘9in Clydebank. In Dundee this rate was 16°6; in Aber- 
deen, 16°1; in Glasgow, 14°7; in Edinburgh, 14°6; in Ayr, 14:6; in Kirkcaldy, 
13°9; in Leith, 13°6; and in Falkirk, 13:2. } 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 555. This number 
is 76 more than that of the previous month, 119 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 28 more than that of December 1918. These deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 122 per thousand of the average number of 
births registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, which rate is 8 more 
than that of the previous month, and 16 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 7 less than that of December 1918. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 180 in Perth, 164 in Dundee, 164 in Ayr, and 163 in 
Aberdeen, to 81 in Falkirk, 85 in Kilmarnock, 102 in Coatbridge, 108 in Glasgow, 
and 11] in Edinburgh. In Leith this rate was 158; in Hamilton,152 ; in Greenock, 


135; in Paisley, 133; in Motherwell, 129; in Kirkcaldy, 129; and in Clydebank,

_ Deaths due to the principal epidemic diseases numbered 198, and included 3 from 
enteric fever, 60 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 20 from whooping-cough, 47 
from diphtheria, and 49 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths collectively 
are 7 more than in the previous month, 11 more than the mean of the numbers of 
the three preceding months, and 45 more than in December 1918. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 332, and those from bronchitis 257. The 
former are 88 more than in the previous month, but 429 fewer than in December 
1918. The latter are 2 fewer than in the previous month, and 113 fewer than in 
December 1918. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 7, and those of 
which influenza was one of two or more named causes, 18, the monthly total 
being 25. In the previous month this total was 23, and in December 1918 it 
was 492. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 242, of which 157 were 
ascribed to phthisis. The former number is 14 more than that of the previous month, 
but is 70 less than that of December 1918 The latter number is 11 less than that 
of the previous month, and 51 less than that of December 1918,

Mean barometric pressure, 29°567 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°175 in. 

Mean temperature, 38°°9 ; being the normal. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°:0; less by 1°-0. 

Rain, number of days, 24; greater by 5 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 5°37; greater by 1°55 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 4 days’ excess of winds from between 8.E. and 8.W. 

Hence the month was characterised by a decidedly low mean pressure ; a mean 
temperature equal to the normal, with a slightly low mean daily range; a high mean 
rainfall; and an excess of southerly winds. 

Conditions were almost continuously of a disturbed type, with an Icelandic 
“low” in control and various disturbances crossing our Islands, and on nights of 
18th and 26th there were unusually iarge fluctuations of pressure. The mean of 
29°567 in. was lower than in any month since September 1918. At Leith, at sea- 
level, pressure was above 30 in. only on 8th, 9th and 20th, the extremes at that 
place being 30°20 in. on the evening of 8th, and 29°02 in. on morning of 27th. 

There was a good deal of mild weather, especially during the third week, and the 
only cold of much importance was experienced with shifts of the wind from the pre- 
vailing southerly direction to some northerly point around 10th, 25th and 30th. 
Highest readings occurred very generally on 19th or 20th, but here and there early 
in the month, and lowest on night of 25th—26th (11° at Braemar). Yor the chief 
towns the mean was 38°°9, or exactly the normal; the days were 0°'5 below, and the 
nights 0°°5 above their respective averages ; and the extremes were 51° at Aberdeen 
and Perth on 19th, and 17° at Perth on 26th. It is noteworthy that the mean for 
the month was above that for November 1919 by as much as 2°°5, and that only on 
two other occasions during the last sixty years has December been milder than 
November (in 1862 and 1915). 

Except in the West Highlands and at points around the Moray Firth, the 
month’s precipitation was much above the normal, and at some places in west, south- 
west and south the excess was very large. At Rothesay the aggregate of 11°10 in. 
was more than twice the normal, and apparently the greatest rainfall registered at 
that place in any month for at least 120 years; in South Ayrshire only in 1911 was 
December a wetter month ; and at Gatehouse the aggregate of 9°70 in. has been 
approached in December only in 1876 and 1911. The number of wet days was 
large, and there was much rain from Ist to 5th, and from 9th to 15th, with some 
heavy falls on 10th,—as much as 2°63 in. at Leadhills. Later, heavy falls were 
general on 26th and 28th, and again on night of 30th—31st, when fully one-third of 
the month’s aggregate at Edinburgh was accounted for in about 12 hours by a 
downpour of rain and sleet. During the latter half of the month, however, the 
weather in eastern districts was often fair to fine. The mean for the chief towns 
was 5°37 in., or 141 per cent. of the normal. 

There was much stormy weather, with gales more especially on 13th, on 18th— 
19th, and on 26th. In Shetland there was a severe gale continuously for three days 
from the evening of 26th, with very heavy seas. About 10th, from 21st—26th, and 
on night of 30th—31st there was a good deal of snow and sleet in some districts. 

Thunder or thunderstorms were rather frequent in the west,—at Rothesay on 
4th, 6th, 18th and 19th, and at Glasgow on 4th and 21st,—-with hail on several 
occasions. 

Fog occurred at times, but sunshine aggregates were fully equal to the normal. 

Aurora was observed here and there on 7th; at Baltasound (Shetland) on 18th, 
Q1st, and 22nd; and in Orkney on 12th, 14th, 18th, 21st, 22nd, 23rd and 25th.
